pay. (2) The War Risk Insurance law, with its provision for 
disability compensation and death benefits, acts as an auto- 
matic pension law. Voluntary life insurance is an independent 
provision of the same War Risk Act. 

G. B. S.—As to the probability of your early call to active 
duty, Medical Reserve Corps, apply to the Surgeon General 
It is not customary for a new officer to wear his uniform 
until called to active duty. 

ANXIOUS.—Officers of the National Army and Reserve 
Corps and temporary officers in general do not have retirement 


privilege. Disability pensions are provided for in the War 
Risk Insurance Act. A non-com., Regular Army, appointed 
temporary lieutenant, Regular Army, or lieutenant, National 


Army, and resigning commission, could return to his enlisted 
status in the Army. If an American officer becomes a prisoner 
of war in Germany he receives from the German Government 
the salary of his grade in the German army, the American 
Government to make it good to the German Government after 
the war.

CAPTAIN K.—yYou will find the full text of Sec. 9 of the 
Act of May 18, 1917, in the print of the Selective Service 
Act (or Emergency army Act), published in our issue of May 
19, 1917. Or you should be able to find a copy of the Act at 
draft headquarters in your town, if not in the public library. 

S. L. J. would like to hear from Wampus and Max, late of 
the 28th Infantry. 

J, E. B.—Ask the Bureau of Navigation as to your success 
in the August examination for pay clerk. 

L. A. Y. asks: I was drafted and entered the Service Sept, 
18, 1917. Was assigned to Field Artillery. As I am an auto- 
mobile school graduate and have been engaged in the work of 
automobile, gas engine and heavy machinery business as oper- 
ater and repair man for the past four years, I would much pre- 
fer that line of work in Army. Do you think there is any pos- 
sibility of securing a transfer into the Ordnance Department 
or a truck company or the like? And, if so, how should I pro 
ceed to accomplish the transfer? Answer: In all the camps a 
ecard index system is being established for the classification of 
every enlisted man as to his natural and technical abilities. 
If you have not yet been reached ‘and catalogued, ask through 
the channel for a transfer to the kind of service for which you 
are best qualified. 

E, J. R. asks: Non-commissioned officer qualified for commis- 
sion as temporary second lieutenant and has not received his 
appointment. Can he have his status transferred to the 
eligible list, Officers’ Reserve Corps? Answer: May apply for 
privilege of examination for appointment to O.R.C, or National 
Army. 

L. M. S8.—Write to the Bureau of Navigation regarding the 
necessary es ations to secure position as an assistant pay- 
master in the U.S. Naval Reserve Force. 

R. A. 8.—Write to The Adjutant General regarding field clerk 
ex pyre ee 

. J. H.—Having served four years of your seven, you should 
receive pay of next perio 

W. A. P.—A chief yeoman, Naval Reserve, is a chief petty 
officer, and he may take examination for commission in the pay 
corps of the Reserve Force. Apply to the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, 

W. J. Apply to the Ordnance Department regarding your 
eligibility y= appointment as ordnance sergeant. 

G. D. S.—A number of details have been made to the Corps 
of Interpreters, National Army. As to your availability apply 
to The Adjutant General. Appointments are made by selection, 
and according to demonstrated fitness on examination. 

H. C. asks: (1) Explain the exact interpretation of the order 
forbidding officers to use alcoholic beverages. Is the observance 
of it confined to public places, or to all places and all times? 
(2) Is it permissible to serve liquors in your own home, or in 
your room in a hotel, to officers, whether in uniform or not? 
‘Answer: (1) See Sec. 12 of the Act of May 18, 1917, for the 
law. (2) As the intent of the law is to create a sober Army 
and Navy by removing the temptation to over indulgence in 
strong drink, let the private host ask himself how far his pro- 
posed hospitality will aid in achieving the desired sobriety 
and a winning of the war. 

R. L. Q.—The next examinations for provisional second lieu- 
tenancies will be held at close of camps just opening, only the 
camp attendants being eligible for the immediate future. 

W. L. S. asks: (1) Will a temporary second lieutenant be re- 
tired or discharged for physical disability, incurred in line of 
duty; if discharged, what will be his status? (2) Will he 
automatically become a _ beneficiary of the Soldiers’ Home? 
(3) Give the loeation of the different Disabled Volunteer Sol- 
diers’ Homes. (4) Upon being discharged is a temporary sec-- 
ond lieutenant entitled to travel allowance to his home; if so, 
at what rate? Answer: (1) He would not be retired; he would 
come under the disability provisions of the War Risk Insurance 
Act of Oct. 6, 1917. (2) Not the Home at Washington, except 
as provided in the Army Regulations. (3) Dayton, Ohio; Mil- 
waukee; Togus, Maine; Hampton, Va.; Leavenworth; Santa 
Monica, Cal.; Marion, Ind.; Danville, Ill.; Johnson City, Tenn.; 
Hot Springs, S.D. (4) Four cents per mile. (See Par. 1,897, 
Q.M. Manual, 1916.) 

F. N. asks: Will a soldier who completes his seven-year en- 
listment during this war be discharged, or will he be kept in 
the Army without voluntary re-enlistment? Answer: If the war 
continues beyond his seven-year enlistment he will be retained 
in the Service until the war ends. 

. K. S. asks: Will officers crossing to France be allowed to 
take a wardrobe steamer trunk, or for that matter any size and 
shape trunk, just so the total weight is less than 250 pounds, or 
will it be necessary to use only the regulation locker trunks 
and bedding roll? Answer: Par. VI.-2(a), G.O. 144, 1917, 
says: “Containers for personal olka shall be as follows: For 
officers . . . the standard trunk locker and bedding roll, 
or similar containers of their approximate equivalent volume. 
Horse equipment to be packed in suitable bags, or in boxes or 
chests of not greater dimensions than the standard trunk 
locker.” 

F. B. R. asks: What is the minimum age limit for captain 
and Ist lieutenant in the Coast Artillery Reserve Corps? An- 
swer: Minimum for all applicants is twenty-one years. Maxi- 
mum for first lieutenant is thirty-six; maximum for captain, 
forty; for major, forty-five; except those who qualified under 
Act of Jan. 21, 1903 

F. M. M. asks: How may an officer requisition the services 
of an enlisted man who is serving in the same branch of the 
service? Answer: See Army Regulations, Par. 144. 


F. R. B.—In time of war every officer serving with troops 
operating against an enemy who shall exercise, under assign- 
ment in orders issued by competent authority, a command above 
that pertaining to his grade, shall be entitled to receive the pay 
and allowances of the grade yg to the command so 
exercised; provided, that a rate of pay exceeding that of a brig- 
adier general shall not be paid in any case by reason of such 
assignment. (Act. April 26, 1898 (80 Stat., 365); G.O. 29, 
1898.) To entitle an officer to additional pay under the acts of 
April 26, 1898, and May 26, 1900 (31 Stat., 211), for exercis- 
ing a command above that pertaining to his grade, he must 
have exercised such command of troops operating against an 
enemy for a period of three months or more continuously, in 
obedience to orders issued by superior authority which he was 
bound to obey, and no pay or allowances as of a higher grade 
than that actually held by an officer will be paid him under 
this regulation unless a certified copy, in duplicate, of such 
order, accompanied by a statement of service thereunder, is 
filed with the quartermaster. (A.R. 12, 67, 1913.) 


T. J. L.—There is no grade of ordnance sergeant, senior 
grade, in the Regular Army, though there is a bill before Con- 
gress to authorize such grade. In Ordnance, Nat. Army, grade 
of sergeant, first class, has been created, and pay of grade is 
same as in the Engineers. See G.O. 103 ‘and 150. A non- -com.

NAVAL HOSPITAL CORPS IN MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 1, 1918. 
About Feb. 1 the original company of Navy hospital 
apprentices for the past three months under training at 
the University of Minnesota medical college will depart 
for active service at sea or in naval hospitals. These 


hundred bluejackets, a distinctive part of Ensign Colby 
Dodge’s command, may be said to be the only enlisted 
men in the Navy receiving post-graduate college instruc- 


tion. 

The innovation has worked excellently. 
eral Braisted is highly gratified at the results obtained 
through the combined efforts of Dean Elias P. Lyon of 
the university medical school and of Asst. Surg. G. M. 
Olson, in charge of the sick bay of the naval training 
detachment in Minneapolis. From nine to three o'clock 
daily, Saturday only set aside for stretcher and com- 
pany drill, these hospital apprentices studying to be- 
come pharmacist’s mates are in the laboratories, lecture 
rooms, or university hospital and dispensary. ‘They are 
being taught pharmacology and materia medica, physi- 
ologic chemistry, practical nursing, anatomy, hygiene,

physiology, minor surgery (using the Red Cross first 
aid handbook), bacteriology, bandaging and invalid cook- 
ery. In daily clinics the bluejacket students also have 
an opportunity to observe and treat patients in derma- 
tology and in the eye, ear, nose and throat dispensaries. 
To check up the abilities of the men frequent written 
and oral quizzes are given by the professors in the vari- 
ous courses. In the mornings instruction is given to 
the class in a body, whereas the afternoon schedule, the 
concentrative practical application of methods, calls for 
the division of the men into twenty sections of five each. 
Thus accurate personal data are obtained on the worth 


of every student. 

Commanding Officer Dodge is enthusiastic for the 
continuance of this notably high grade course for nava 
surgeons’ assistants. The men of the present detail, 
sixty from Las Animas Naval Hospital in Colorado, 
twenty from Mare Island, ten from Bremerton and the 
remaining ten from American Lake, Wash., are intensely 
alive to their big chance. They were selected with dis- 
crimination. Many had already seen something col- 
lege life before enlisting, and not a few now avow they 
intend to study for an M.D. after the war.

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DELAWARE TROOPS A SEPARATE UNIT. 

As a result of the repeated representations on the part 
of Senator Saulsbury of Delaware the War Department 
on Jan. 14 issued orders for the organization of a sep- 

Parate unit of all Delaware troops, both National Guard 
Sand National Army. This indicates a complete reversal 
on the part of the War Department of its announced 
S policy against permitting local sentiment to interfere 
S with plans for the new forces. In fairness to the De- 
» partment, however, it should be stated that the acticn 
was taken over the vigorous protests of every Army offi- 
cer interested. The Secretary of War at first was dis- 
; posed to back his military advisers and only approved 
the reorganization after he had had a conference with the 
President. Army officers whose opinion was sought on 
the matter pointed out that not only would the training 
of two divisions be set back for from three to six months 
after having been brought nearly to completion, but also 
that a dangerous precedent would be established which 
would bring on the Department scores of similar appli- 
= cations such as had been refused in the past.

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ORDNANCE REORGANIZATION CONTINUES. 

Brig. Gen. E. B. Babbitt, U.S.A., who for several years 
has acted as assistant to the Chief of Ordnance, has been 
relieved of that duty and will be assigned to command a 
brigade of Field Artillery in the 26th Division, National 
Guard, at Camp Greene, Charlotte, N.C. General Bab- 
bitt’s place will probably be taken by Col. William S. 
Peirce, Ord. Dept., who’ will be withdrawn from Spring- 
field Arsenal for that purpose. Command of the arsenal 
will be held for the time being by Major Gilbert H. Stew- 
art, Ord. Dept. The War Department announced on 
Jan. 13 that Guy E. Tripp, of New York, heretofore 
chairman of the board of directors of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company, has been placed in 
charge of the Production Division of the Ordnance De- 
partment. The function of this division, as explained in 
our issue of Jan. 5, page 702, is to supervise and stimu- 
late the production of all articles purchased by the De- 
partment. 

The special school for ordnance officers, now in opera- 
tion at Camp Meade, is expected to turn out a sufficient 
number of Ordnance supply officers for the various Ar- 
tillery units. New classes will be started in the school 
from time to time, the students being nominated by camp 
commanders from applicants who are especially suited. 
A model Ordnance depot is one of the features of the 
Camp Meade school, which now has an enrolment of 150. 


Schools for Ordnance Field Service. 


Ten American colleges now offer special six weeks’ 
courses to young men who wish to study the technicalities 
of Ordnance field service. Fifteen hundred graduates of 
these institutions already have been placed in the Ser- 
vice, their initial instruction usually being supplemented 
by a detail at some arsenal. Applicants of from eighteen 
to forty years are eligible, but those who come within the 
draft regulations must have the recommendations of 
proper officials. The colleges listed by the Ordnance De- 
partment include Dartmouth, Columbia, University of 
Pennsylvania, State College of Pennsylvania, University 
of Pittsburgh, University of Michigan, Chicago, North- 
western University and the Universities of Oregon and 
California. 

The curriculum includes the principles of scientific 
store-handling and store-control methods. The students 
visit industrial plants to receive practical instruction. 
They are taught Army organization, the organization of 
the Ordnance Department and trained thoroughly in the 
organization, personal duties and methods of operation 
of the Ordnance field depot. They are taught the meth- 
ods of Ordnance property accounting; military corre- 
spondence, military law; and Infantry drill. 

A registrant, not drafted, may receive an authorization 
from the Chief of Ordnance to take the course. On the 
completion of his college course, the student completes 
his training with a five weeks’ course at some arsenal. 
All enlistments or inductions must be made in the grade 
of private; and no higher grade is promised by the Ord- 
nance Department; but almost invariably these men upon 
going into the Service have good chance of being made 
non-commissioned officers with the opportunity open to 
them, after three months’ service, of being selected to at- 
tend the training school at Camp Meade for the train- 
ing of Ordnance supply officers. 
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“BEATING THE CENSOR.” 

In writing editorially on “The Censorship at Home and 
Abroad” Collier's Weekly sketches this picture of its 
hopes of the violation of one of the finest things that can 
ever be accredited to American journalism, the volun- 
tary censorship it has put on its columns since the be- 
ginning of the war. Collier’s says: “We expect that one 
of these days an adventurer in journalism will come 
along, one of the old ruffianly tribe, who will cater to the 
appetite for information and tell the public what they 
are hungry to know about the management of this war, 
on which they have made so generous a stake of men and 
riches. He will give them news of the lives of their 
cherished sons and brothers in the training camps of 
France and the cantonments of this country. He will dis- 
cover what things are well done and what badly done in 
Washington, and inform the anxious and tax-burdened 
multitude so that they may judge what the war holds in 
store for them of good or evil, and guide their lives ac- 
cordingly. Such a disturber of mystery will be a nui- 
sance. He will be denounced at Washington. He may 
have to rely upon the courts to save him from the at- 
tentions of the iron-handed Postmaster General.” 

That “adventurer” has come along although to the 
credit of American journalism let it be said he is not 
a newspaper man. He is Congress. If there was only 
one German spy in the whole United States of America 
he could sit in the room where the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs has been holding its war inquiry and 
learn much more than the average newspaper reader 
does of practically every military -“‘secret” of the Gov- 
ernment since no newspaper ever prints a complete re- 
port of such an inquiry.. Moreover, such a spy could 
sit there and take notes of what was said freely, with 
no one to do him hindrance. Collier’s Weekly need have 


no fears as to the hiding of “what things are well done 
and what things are badly done in Washington.” Con- 
gress will attend to the revealing of all of them. In 
addition it will see to it that a “print” of the hearing will 
be made and the solitary spy we have referred to can have 
one of those printed stenographic reports of all the testi- 
mony, with -special reports added, for the mere trouble 
of asking a Congressman for the document. We doubt 
if all the German spies in the United States have sent 
more information regarding our military affairs to their 
government than has been revealed through the current 
heafings of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. 
And as for overcoming the censorship regulations, why, 
every newspaper has been restrained from printing every 
word that has been uttered by the military authorities 
only by the limitations of space and the cost of telegraph 
tolls. When it comes to “beating the censor” Congress 
can surpass any journalist in the world. 





WAR-RISK INSURANCE CAMPAIGN. 

Army and Navy officers, enlisted personnel, insurance 
men and insurance companies, councils of national de- 
fense, the Y.M.C.A., women’s organizations and other 
federal, state and local agencies are arrayed in a con- 
certed effort the full benefits of the Govern- 
ment’s war insurance to every soldier and sailor. This 
drive will end Feb. 12, the last day on which most of 
the men and women in service can apply for the Govern- 
ment insurance against death and total disability. Under 
the supervision of Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo a 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Campaign Council, co-operating 
with *the Bureau of War- Risk Insurance and the War 
and Navy Departments, will direct tie movement. This 
council has delegated an executive committee of repre- 
sentative insurance men to take active charge. ‘The mem- 
bers of this committee ‘are: John L. Way, The Travel- 
Insurance Company, chairman; T. W. Vardell, 
Southwestern -Life Insurance Company, Dallas, Tex.; 
Henry L. Rosenfeld, Equitable Life Assurance Society ;~ 
Lawrence Priddy, National Life Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion, New York; Daniel P. Markey, Supreme Com- 
mander, the Maccabees, Detroit, Mich., and Louis N. 
Denniston, agency instructor of the Travelers’ company. 

Orders have gone from The Adjutant General to each 
divisional commanding general making him directly re- 
sponsible for the insurance record of his camp. The 
spirited rivalry aroused among the National Guard and 
National Army camips, and among units within the 
camps will thus be further stimulated. According to 
the reports received by the Bureau of War-Risk Insur- 
ance to date Camp Wadsworth has registered the high- 
est insurance totals. Capt. Tristram Tupper, divisional 
insurance officer there, reports that to Jan. 5 insurance 
of approximately $175,000,000 had been written. Camp 
Dix had written $125,000,000 of insurance to Jan 1, ac 
cording to the reports from Capt. Edward D. Freman, 
divisional insurance officer. Camp Custer had written 
$133,660,500 of insurance to Dec. 29, according to a re- 
port by Lieut. H. H. Pound, divisional insurance officer. 
Other high totals reached up to Jan. 5 are those of Camp 
Sheridan, with about $125,000,000 of insurante; Camp 
Grant, with $120,338,500: Camp Bowie, with $100,550,- 
000; Camp Logan, with $107,564,900; and Camp Meade, 
with $126,714,000. 

Up to the close of business on Jan 12 applications for 
$3,633,213,000 of insurance had been received by the 
Military and Naval Division of the Bureau of War-Risk 
Insurance. This represents 427,811 policies. The ayer- 
age amount of insurance applied for is $8,495. 

The director of the War Insurance Bureau sent the 
following notice to the commanding officers of all de 
partments of the Army on Jan. 9: “The Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance has repealed and rescinded Regulation 
Number 1 entitled Allotment for Class B Exemption 
which regulation was sent to the Army from The Adju- 
tant General’s Office Jan. 4. This regulation provided 
that ‘when the sum of the compulsory allotment for Class 
A and the allotment for Class B would be in excess of 
eighty per cent. of his monthly pay the enlisted man 
shall be automatically exempted without application 
therefor from the allotment for Class B in an amount 
equal to such excess.’ This regulation is now repealed.” 
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Judge. Haight, of the U.S. District Court in New- 
ark, N.J., is one of the judges in our country who has a 
proper idea of the standing of the U.S. Army. In re- 
fusing the appeal of the counsel of two young criminals 
that they be allowed to enlist in the Army “where the 
discipline would make men out of them” Judge Haight 
said: “The United States Army is made up of patriotic, 
honest men and not of criminals. I have no intention or 
idea of insulting those men by sending criminals among 
them. The Army is not a correctional institution, and 
a judge should be the last person in the land to think of 
sending criminals into it.” 
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“A young man who used to write dramatic criticism for 
the Tribune and now represents our worthy and estimable 
neighbor in France reports from the front that ‘radical 
mistakes have been made and are being made in training 
the United States Army,” says the New York World, 
adding: “We were quite sure that soon or late some- 
body would discover that Pershing and our West Point 
officers had made a mess of it, but can we be certain 
that everything will be perfect when we substitute the 
plan of the Tribune’s young man for the plan of Per- 
shing and the General Staff?” 








The injustice. of the attacks made by. ‘dertain news-

Admiral Benson’s report 
reads: “In conference with the chief of the French 
naval! staff, the subject of the 110-foot submarine chasers 
transferred from this Government, several of which have 
been delivered to the French government, was discussed. 
I was informed by the chief of the naval staff that these 
vessels had proven even more satisfactory than they had 
anticipated, and that on a recent occasion where a con- 
voy was being escorted along the. coast and which en- 
countered heavy weather, the submarine chaser was the 

nly one of the escort that continued with the convoy 

and escorted them into ‘port, the convoy having started 
out escorted by a light cruiser and some destroyers and 
the 110-foot submarine chasers. The French naval offi- 
cers felt quite sure that this type of vessel, if properly 
handled, would be most valuable and a vessel that could 
keep the sea under all eae conditions.” The Secre- 
tary submitted a statement showing that contracts for 
220 of these boats had been given out at a total cost 
of $10,629,059.50.

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“Franklin D. Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, made an address to the undergraduates at Har- 
vard University on Jan. 14 in the course of which he 
said that the 110-foot patrol boat had proved a complete 
surprise to naval experts in the matter of its efficiency, 
and had displayed its ability to outride any kind of sea. 
Mr. Roosevelt said a greater eg of British ton- 
nage was sunk in the Napoleonic war than by submarines 
during the last year, and that the American people should 
not be discouraged by the outlook. Never had there been 
an invention of war, he continued, which had not found 
its answer, and the answer to the submarine had been 
found in the building of more patrol boats, destroyers, 
chasers and a great merchant marine. 
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Writing of typhoon warnings of the Zikawei Observa- 
tory, at Shanghai, The Geographical Review notes with 
interest the graphic account of the experience of an Army 
transport in a typhoon when northeast of Formosa, writ- 


ten by Capt. C. H. White, U.S.A., which appeared in 
the Army AND Navy JourNat of Oct. 6, 1917. In warn- 
ing against typhoons the Philippine meteorological sys- 
tem, established at the same time as that of the West 
Indies, has done important work and farther north, in 
the typhoon belt, the labors of the Zikawei Observatory 
have been admirable. It is at present under the direction 
of Father H. Gauthier, S.J. This observatory lies on 
the alluvial plains of the Yangtze-Kiang river, forty- 
five miles from the sea, and is one of the many notable 
observatories founded by the Society of Jesus. Another 
is the Central Observatory of Manila, under state patron- 
age, but still directed by members of the order. Zikawei 
began its series of observations in 1873, and its studies 
have been of high value, both theoretical and practical. 
There bas been built up a system of neighboring meteoro- 
logical stations to give a complete network of protection 
of China’s coast. Some co-operating stations are far dis- 
tant, that of the Carolines, for instance, being 1,200 miles 
from Luzon. The problems dealt with at this and other 
observatories are contributing to the progress of our com- 
prehension of the general physics of the atmosphere. 
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The names of thirty candidates who passed a recent 
examination and have been appointed to fill ten vacancies 
and twenty temporary positions in the grade of assistant 
civil engineer, U.S. Navy, were given in our issue of 
Jan. 12, page 724. The strength of the Corps of Civil 
Engineers, formerly composed of thirty civil engineers 
and thirty-six civil engineers, 1s now increased to ninety- 
six. The 233 candidates who took the preliminary ex- 
amination represented sixty-five colleges, universities and 
technical schools, coming from thirty-seven states and 
from England, Canada, Russia, France, Switzerland, and 
the Territory of Hawaii. Of this number, eighty passed 
the preliminary examination and were authorized to ap- 
pear at Washington, D.C., for the final. Out of the 
seventy-three reporting, twenty-three failed to qualify 
physically, leaving fifty to compete in the written ex- 
amination. Thirty of these, representing nineteen col- 
leges and coming from twelve states, qualified in this final 
test, and were appointed assistant civil engineers, with 
the rank of lieutenant, junior grade, as we previously 
noted. 
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Gen. John J. Pershing, commanding the American 
forces in France, has issued the following instructions 
regarding maps to be used: “All maps for the American 
forces will be prepared in metric units for both horizontal] 
distances and vertical intervals with a system for locat- 
ing points by metric co-ordinates as on the French maps, 
but with the addition of a scale in yards or miles and a 
conversion table from metric to feet. In the preparation 
of all operation orders the metric system will be em- 
ployed for all linear measurements. The linear units of 
fire data for artillery will be expressed in meters. The 
range scale of all existing United States Field Artillery 
and of machine guns, both Infantry and anti-aircraft, 
will be regraduated in metric units. The sights of the 
Infantry rifle and of the automatic rifle will be left un- 
changed.”

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Reports to the Shipping Board from shipbuilding plants 
show that eighteen vessels requisitioned by the Pmer- 
gency Fleet Corporation for war purposes will be com- 
pleted in January. The ships were originally laid down 
for private owners, Their aggregate tonnage is 145,091. 
Reports from the shipyards indicate that an even better 
showing will be made on requisitioned vessels in Febru- 
ary. By the end of next month it is expected that 
twenty-t vessels, with a tonnage of 182,061, will have 
been completed. The forty-one commandeered ships for 
the most part are cargo vessels. A few of them are 
tankers. R large number of ships under construction on 
the Great Lakes were requisitioned on Jan. 12, and the 
work has begun of getting them in condition for service 
by the time the ice Keeaks up in the spring. 
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“Perhaps if some would put the energy that they devote 
to kicking about not being promoted or not having quar- 
ters, ete, to other use,” writes a correspondent, “we 
could whip into shape some of the recruits that we now 
have and get into shape to cross to the other side and 
then use our kicking qualities against one section of the 
western front.

Wearers of spectacles and eyegldsses in the Army and 
Navy will find a timely warning in a letter written by 
a physician to the editor of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. It reads: “Perhaps it is perti- 
nent at this time to warn all those in military service 
against the wearing of spectacle frames and eyeglass 
frames made of any inflammable material. It might be 
disastrous in the presence of fire, explosions, etc., to 
which active service may expose the wearer.” 
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Women are asked not to talk about the war in public, 
in a statement issued by the Massachusetts Woman's 
Committee of the Council of National Defense on Jan. 4. 
The committee recommends these rules: “Never indulge 
in war talk of any kind outside of your own home. Never 
leave about carelessly letters from men in service which 
tell of possible movements or camp conditions. Read and 
destroy. Never indulge in telephone conversations upon 
these subjects. Even wires sometimes leak.” 
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“Owing to the railroad congestion and the desire to 
co-operate with the Government in the relief of the situa- 
tion due to the war,” the dates of the Fifth National 
Foreign Trade Convention to be held at Cincinnati, Ohiv, 
have been changed from Feb. 7, 8 and 9 to April 18, 19 
and 20, 1918, it is announced. No change in the theme 
of the convention is contemplated—the obligation upon 
the foreign trade enterprise of the United States in help- 
ing to win the war. 
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Gen. Leocadio Parra and nine other Mexican army 
officers were executed on Jan. 14 at Toluca, about forty 
miles from Mexico City. With thirty-five others they 
were arrested on Jan. 10 when the authorities discovered 
a plot to kill Gen. Alfredo Novo, commander of the mili- 
tary district in the state of Mexico, and Augustin Mil- 
lan, the Governor of that state. The plot involved the 
looting of Toluca. They were tried by court-martial 
All the others accused were released.

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United States soldiers, sailors and Marines in uni- 
form would have free transportation on the street and 
steam railway lines in the state under the provisions of 
a bill introduced in the New York State Legislature on 
Jan. 15 by Senator Dowling.

POWER OF CONGRESS TO RAISE ARMIES. 
Constitutionality -of Selective Service Law. 

The opinion delivered by the United States Supreme 
Court on Jan. 7 upholding as constitutional the Selectiy: 
Service Act, to which we referred in our issue of Jan, 12, 
is of much interest and importance and we give below 
extracts from its text. It was rendered on appeals in 
thirteen cases growing out of convictions under the 
Selective Service Act, five coming from New York, three 
from Ohio, four from Minnesota and one from Georgia. 
The constitutionality of the act was made the basis for 
all of the appeals, and the decision of the Supreme Court 
that the law is constitutional was unanimous. 

Chief Justice White in the opinion said: “The law, as 
its title declares, was intended te supply temporarily the 
increased military force which was required by the exist- 
ing emergency, the war, then and now flagrant.” (Here 
the Chief Justice recited the provisions of the act and 
the contentions of those who attacked its constitution- 
ality.) “The possession of authority to enact the stat- 
ute,” he continued, “must be found in the clauses of the 
Constitution giving Congress power ‘to declare war: 

9.9 to raise and support armies, but no appro- 
priation of money to that use shall be for a longer term 
than two years * * * to make rules for the Goy- 
ernment and regulation of the land and naval forces.’ 

“As the mind cannot conceive an army without the men 
to compose it, on the face of the Constitution the objec- 
tion that it does not give power to provide for such men 
would seem to be too frivolous for further notice. It 
is said, however, that since, under the Constitution as 
ie ae ag | framed, state citizenship was primary and 
United States citizenship but derivative and dependent 
thereon therefore the power conferred upon Congress to 
raise armies was only coterminous with United States 
citizenship, and could not be exerted so as to cause that 
citizenship to lose its dependent character and dominate 
state citizenship. 

“But the proposition simply denies to Congress the 
power to raise armies which the Constitution gives. The 
power by the very terms of the Constitution, being dele- 
gated, is supreme; in truth, the contention simply assails 
the wisdom of the framers of the Constitution in con- 
ferring authority on Congress and in not retaining it as 
it was under the confederation in the several states, 
Further, it is said the right to provide is not denied by 
calling for volunteer enlistments, but it does not and can- 
not include the power to enact enforced military duty by 
the citizen. This, however, but challenges the existence 
of all power, for governmental power which has no sanc- 
tion to it and which can only be exercised provided the 
citizen consents to its exertion is in no substantial sense 
a power. 

“It is argued, however, that although this is abstractly 
true, it is not concretely so because, as compelled military 
service is repugnant to a free government and in conflict 
with all the great guarantees of the Constitution as to 
individual liberty, it must be assumed that the authority 
to raise armies was intended to be limited to the right to 
call an army into existence counting alone upon the will- 
ingness of the citizen to do this duty in time of public 
need, that is, in time of war. But the premise of this 
proposition is so devoid of foundation that it leaves not 
even a shadow of ground upon which to base the con- 
clusion. i 

“It remains only to consider contentions which, while 
not disrupting power challenge the act because of the 
repugnancy to the Constitution supposed to result from 
some of its provisions. 

“(1). We are of opinion that the contention that 
the act is void as a delegation of Federal power to state 
officials because of some of its administrative features is 
too wanting in merit to require further notice. 

“(2). We think that the contention that the statute 
is void because vesting administrative officers with legis- 
lative discretion has been so completely adversely settled 
as to require reference only to some of the decided cases. 
A like conclusion also adversely disposes of a similar 
claim concerning the conferring of judicial power. And 
we pass without anything but statement, the proposition 
that an establishment of a religion or an interference 
with the free exercise thereof repugnant to the first 
amendment resulted from the exemption clause of the 
act to which we at the outset referred, because we think 
its unsoundness too apparent to require us to do more. 

“Finally, as we are unable to conceive upon what 
theory the exaction by Government from the citizen of 
the performance of his supreme and noble duty by con- 
tributing to the defense of the rights and honor of the 
nation as the result of a war declared by the great repre- 
sentative body of the people can be said to be the im- 
position of involuntary moral servitude, in violation of 
the prohibitions of the Thirteenth Amendment, we are 
constrained to the conclusion that the contention to that 
effect is refuted by its mere statement.”

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 

The six months’ gratuity pay granted to the beneficiary 
of a dead soldier “is a pure gratuity and the right of the 
beneficiary to payment is personal to such beneficiary, 
being a right that he cannot transfer or assign to, or 
waive in favor of, another person.” ‘This decision was 
rendered by the Comptroller in the case of the father 
of an enlisted man, who was named as his beneficiary 
by the soldier, endeavoring to waive his right to the 
gratuity pay in favor of his wife and the soldier's 
mother. 

That an officer in charge of construction work must 
decide questions of expediency for himself and that “his 
action in a matter of this kind cannot be questioned by 
this office” is a statement made by the Comptroller in 
reversing the action of the Auditor. The application for 
this revision was made by a colonel of Engineers of the 
National Army who had paid $483 as demurrage on cer- 
tain barges of coal that were delivered to U.S. Engineer 
Office at Dam No. 31, Ohio River. In the contract 
entered into between the officer and the coal company 
there was a provision that “a charge of $3 per day for 
each day in excess of thirty during which the barge is 
not unloaded will be made.” There was a delay in un- 
loading the barges for which a charge for demurrage was 
made in the sum of $483, which was paid by the contract- 
ing officer. The reason given for holding the barges 
longer than the time allowed was that “to hold them 
was more convenient for the Government and more eco 
nomical than to incur the expense of preparing a place 
to store the coal and of unloading and handling it again.’ 
It was this point of convenience and economy that was 
decided on the spot by the engineer officer and drew forth 
the above decision by the Comptroller. 

The official residence of a man who enrolled in the 
U.S. Naval Reserve Force is that fixed by himself at the 
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time of his enrolment, the Comptroller states in the case 
of a lieutenant in the N.R.F. who applied for a revision of 
a claim for travel pay. He enrolled at New Orleans and 
gave his address as care of a dredging oqmaate at Gal- 
yeston, Texas, where he was employed as the master of 
a dredging vessel. He was ordered to duty at New Or- 
leans, but as he had left Galveston and was at Labarra, 
Mexico, the orders were forwarded to him and received 
eleven days later. It took him five days to reach New 
Orleans by way of Tampico, Mexico, and Laredo, Texas. 
He was paid mileage from Galveston to New Orleans, 
his claim for actual expenses from Labarra to Laredo 
being disallowed. The Comptroller quotes the Navy 
Regulations and orders to the effect “that no officer on 
the active list shall change his usual residence without 
permission of the Department” and that “an officer who 
changes his official residence without permission of the 
Navy Department shall not, if ordered to duty, be en- 
titled to mileage in excess of that from his former place 
of residence as recorded at the Department.” 





POST-GRADUATE COURSE AT CAMP DIX. 

The officers graduated from the Second Training Camp 
were ordered to active duty on or about Dec. 15, 1917. 
In many instances the cantonments and the organizations 
comprising them were filled with their full quota of 
officers and had no vacancies where these officers might 
have been assigned. As a consequence it left in each 
cantonment a large number of extra officers who had 
neither duties of a military nature to perform nor were 
any quarters available. Of these officers 660 were ord- 
ered to Camp Dix, New Jersey, and of the 660 over 500 
were attached for duty to the 153d Depot Brigade, com- 
manded by Col. Samuel McP. Rutherford. 

Word was received by the brigade commander that 
these officers would arrive on the 15th, only about forty- 
eight hours before their arrival. Their disposition and 
care was turned over to Lieut. Col. Warren Dean, of the 
153d Depot Brigade, who found it necessary to make ar- 
rangements with the contractors to rush the completion 
of certain barracks, get the stoves connected up, get the 
ranges working, the lights installed and have the buildings 
ready fot occupancy by the 15th. As no provision is 
made in Army Regulations to provide for officers upon 
their arrival at a camp, it was also necessary that ar- 
rangements be made for their messing. As it was antici- 
pated, and rightfully, that many officers would arrive 
without proper clothing or bedding, arrangements had 
to be also made along these lines. 

Colonel Dean acquired the services of Lieut. R. H. 
Waite, 153d Depot Brigade, as mess officer, and Lieuten- 
ant Soule as supply officer, instructing these officers to 
be prepared to feed 500 officers at noon the following day 
and to have bunks prepared and blankets ready for 500 
officers the following night. This was accomplished. 
Cooks were obtained by telephone, supplies, dishes and 
mess furniture was obtained from Trenton by trucks, and 
by Saturday night over 500 officers were taken care of in 
the buildings provided. 

The problem as to what to do with these officers be- 
came a serious one; 500 officers in barracks with nothing 
to do was a problem which demanded careful considera- 
tion. In order to keep them busy from the start Colonel 
Dean inaugurated a series of geographical walks, requir- 
ing the officers, divided in sections, each under the com- 
mand of a captain, to spend two hours in the morning 
and two hours in the afterneon in walking about the can- 
tonment and locating various features of the terrain, ar- 
rangements, buildings, supply offices and anything that in 
any way pertained to the command either from a military 
or a geographical point of view. As a consequence all 
the officers in the command are now thoroughly familiar 
with everything about the cantonment. 

Statistical cards were then prepared and a complete 
record of each officer, both before and after his entry into 
the Service, was obtained. From these cards it was dis- 
covered there were numbered arthong the officers many 
man who had become prominent in civil life as lawyers, 
engineers, linguists and specialists of mai kinds. 

A post-graduate course for training camp graduates 
then suggested itself. It was the idea in this to make the 
course one that would have for its object the preparing of 
these officers in the ground work.by such practical appli- 
cation of the knowledge gained at a training camp as they 
were unable to acquire in the intensive training of that 
three months’ camp. 

Five departments were established. The Department 
of Administration, Engineering, Law, Frenth and Tactics. 
The Department of Engineering was placed in charge of 
Capt. W. L. McCarty who has had vast and varied ex- 
perience as a civil engineer. A visit to the Engineer De- 
partment found many of the student officers building re- 
lief maps out of putty, constructing various kinds of 
scales, all kinds used in a military way both upon our 
own system of measurements and using the French metric 
system, making maps with the use of drawing boards 
with and without instruments, and perfecting themselves 
so they can impart all the fundamentals of military 
topography to enlisted men. 

Colonel Dean found among his officers many lawyers 
of established and high reputation, who had been en- 
gaged in public work and who were well versed in the 
method of imparting instruction. The Department of 
Law was established under the direct supervision of 
Capt. J. J. Lilly. A certain number of hours per week 
were set aside for a recitation on the Manual of Courts- 
Martial, which recitations included quizzes on military 
procedure and its practical application before courts- 
martial. Courts-martial are ordered and the cases tried 
under the supervision of the law instructors, covering 
every phase of military procedure that each officer is 
liable to come in contact with. 

Twelve officers were found fairly well versed in the 
fundamentals of French, some of whom had been instruc- 
tors. Four hours a week are devoted to study and recita- 
tions in French, all under the supervision and advice of 
a civilian French teacher who was obtained through the 
kindness of the local Y.M.C.A. 

Possibly the most thorough and comprehensive practi- 
cal work in the school is conducted by the Department of 
Administration and Tactics. For the purpose of apply- 
ing the principles of administration to the best advantage, 
the officers have been divided into sixteen provisional 
companies, each commanded by a captain and the whole 
forming a provisional regiment under the command of 
Major George T. Adee. The lieutenants are not re- 
garded as the members of the actuai company, but are 
only the lieutenants of it, the actual privates being ficti- 
tious and the changes made in the roster from day to 

originating in the minds of the captains command- 
ing each company, are sent down from the higher anu- 
thority of the provisional regiment headquarters. In 
this way every phase is gone into. 

Morning reports are submitted by the captain and the 

y program of administration is carried out as though 
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the command were actually present. Duty rosters are 
maintained, clothing accounts carefully kept, muster and 
pay roljs carefully prepared and, in fact, everything that 
can poaiy pertain to company administration is thor- 
oughly gone into. In addition to this there is five hours’ 
recitation a week on some phase of administration under 
the direct supervision of Capt. G. W. Bishop. in charge 
of the Department of Administration, in the section room 
provided for that purpose. 

In addition to the administration there is a _ tactical 
department in charge of Capt. W. H. Maguire. The tac- 
tical department covers not only the method of instruction 
riven to enlisted men on military training, but every- 
thing pertaining to the fundamentals of the art of. mod- 
ern war, including instructions to officers commanding 
platoons, field service regulations, guard duty, signaling, 
military courtesy, discipline and the practical applica- 
tion of all these things in tactical walks and problems. 

A certain section of the brigade guard has been turned 
over to the school for the purposes of instruction and has 
been put under the direct supervision of Colonel Dean. 
This guard is ,officered entirely by these second training 
camp graduates. Each day two officers of the guard 
and one officer of the day are detailed, all under the 
supervision of the guard inspector for the school, Capt. 
Henry C. Bacon. The evenings are devoted to lectures 
by specialists, conferences of the instructors and talks 
by such foreign officers and Regular Army officers as 
can be procured from time to time. 

As the need of such a school had not been anticipated 
by the War Department, no provision had been made for 
it nor was any money available for its equipment. As a 
consequénce the funds for the purchase of such material 
as has been used have been furnished by the officers them- 
selves and become available from the mess savings. Those 
mess savings are disbursed through a committee which 
confers with Colonel Dean as to the expenditures. 

There are no Regular officers on duty with the school 
in any capacity except Colonel Dean, all of his instruc- 
tors and staff being taken from the officers themselves 
and the course of instruction being carried out by the 
corps of instructors appointed by him. 
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SECRETARY BAKER ON WAR PREPARATION. 

Following are further extracts from the long state- 
ment read by Secretary of War Baker at his hearing by 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs on Jan. 10, 
which we gave in part in our issue of Jan. 12. Mr. 
Baker said: 





“A substantial part of our military forces was se- 
lected by the operation of a draft law, thé execution of 
which has demonstrated both the economical and the 
efficient way of selecting soldiers. 

“For the training of officers two series of training 
camps were held, from which about 45,000 officers were 
commissioned from civil life. This number is nearly 
eight times as great as the number of officers in the 
Regular Army on April 1. For the training of these 
soldiers, sixteen cantonments have been built, costing 
$134,000,000, with an average profit to the contractors 
of 2.98 per cent. 


The Army Death Rate. 


“The death rate in our forces in the United States, 
from mid-September to the end of December averaged 7.5 
per thousand, and is slightly less than would have been 
the death rate of men of the same age at home. In 1898 
the death rate per thousand was 20.14, or nearly thrée 
times as great. Our death rate in the Army during the 
year 1916, just before the war, was five per thousand. 
Leaving out the deaths due to measles and its complica- 
tions our rate among all troops in the United States since 
Sept. 1 has been about two per thousand. 


Ordnance and Q.M. Depts. 


“For the fiscal year 1915 Congress appropriated for 
the War Department $158,000,000; for the fiscal year 
1916, $203,000,000; for the fiscal year 1917, $403,000,- 
000; for the fiscal year 1918, $7,527,338,716. In other 
words, taking 1915 as a normal year, the appropriations 
for 1918 are nearly fifty times as great. 

“Of the total War Department appropriations for 1918, 
$3,200,000,000 was for the Ordnance Department, of 
which contracts amounting to $1,677,000,000 already 
have been placed. On April 1, 1917, the Ordnance De- 
partment consisted of ninety-seven commissioned officers, 
while now it consists of 3,004 officers, and in addition has 
26,120 enlisted personnel. ‘The trench warfare material 
alone involves commitments of $282,000,000. 

“For the Quartermaster General’s Department in 1918 
$3,018,000,000 was appropriated, or a sum more than 
four times as great as the 1915 appropriations for all 
governmental purposes. On April 1 there were 347 offi- 
cers in thé Quartermaster Corps. On Jan. 1, 1918, there 
was a total of 6,431 officers. On Jan. 1, 1918, nearly 
two billion dollars. of the appropriation had been obli- 
gated by contracts or disbursements. 

“In the woolen goods section alone the co-operation 
of over 300 mills was involved, and the following items 
give some idea of the extensive character of the opera- 
tions: There have been purchased over 19,000,000 
blankets, 20,000,000 yards of overcoating, and over 30,- 
000,000 yards each of shirting flannel and suiting, involv- 
ing an expenditure of over $345,000,000. In cotton goods 
the department has contracted for 250,000,000 yards of 
various cotton cloth. 

Aviation Section; Engineers. 

The Aviation Section of the Signal Corps on April 1, 
1917, consisted of sixty-five officers and 1,120 men. On 
Jan. 1, 1918, it consisted of 3,900 officers and 82,120 
men. This division of the War Department was charged 
by Congress with the expenditure of an appropriation 
aggregating, for 1918, $744,000,000, or five times the 
1915 appropriation for the entire War Department. 

“The Engineer Department, for which in 1917 $53,- 
000,000 was appropriated, was charged by the 1918 ap- 
propriation with expenditure of $390,000,000, or about 
700 per cent. increase. There have been organized, 
trained, and equipped technical troops of foresters, steve- 
dores and railroad construction and operation men, ag- 
gregating about 120,000, many of whom have been oper- 
ating in France for some months.”

On Dec. 19, 1917, there were 300,000 officers and men 
in the U.S. Navy, including the hospital apprentices. 

On the U.S.S. Utah out of a crew of 980 men ninety- 
nine per cent. of the crew were under twenty-one years 
and eight months of age. 

Over 1,000 “young men of the Navy” have been pro- 
moted to be commissioned officers since the war began. 

For destroyers that cost the Government $1,100,000 
four years ago we will have to pay at least $1,350,000 
at the present time and some of them will probably cost 
$1,500,000, And they are being fabricated at that. 

The Navy had to “go into the quarrying business” 
when it was putting up the new buildings at Annapolis. 
The price of granite for the enlarged structures was so 
high that the Department found it could not build with- 
in the appropriation and did its own granite work, bring- 
ing the stone down from Maine as part of the job. 

Secretary Daniels is of the opinion that we will have 
more than 5,000 flyers and 10,000 airplanes by next 
summer, for the Navy is training thousands of flyers, 
“and the Army is doing immensely more than we are.” 

“Whenever I find a man in this war,” remarked Mr. 
Daniels, “who is satisfied with what he is doing I think 
he ought to have another job.” 

In discussing the matter of the supply of undershirts 
and the question of light vs. heavy shirts, Paymr. Gen. 
Samuel McGowan said: “It is the hardest thing in the 
world to get a bluejacket to take a heavy undershirt. 
A great many of them are cold air enthusiasts, and it is 
more or less a matter of pride with them. They are 
like the average Wnglishman who likes to be cold when 
it is not really very cold.” 

The Navy Department has issued 84,000 outfits of 
the new winter clothing to the men of the Navy and has

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A HISTORY OF THE NAVY PAY CORPS. 


Pay Inspr. David Potter, U.S.N., contributes to the 
December issye of the U.S. Naval Institute Proceedings 
an historical sketch of “The Pay Corps of the Navy” 
that gives long-deserved credit to a corps of Navy offi- 
cers on whom not only the responsibility of the physi- 
cal comforts of the personnel of the Navy depends to a 
considerable extent, but also on whose shoulders fall the 
duty at various times of acting as diplomats for the 
Government when they are put in charge of the finances 
of such countries as Haiti and San Domingo, to give 
two recent instances. Pay Inspector Potter shows that 
the Pay Corps sprang into being, “fully equipped and 
experienced,” from the same merchant service in which 
the line of the Navy had its origin at the beginning of 
the American Revolution, the officers of the Pay Corps 
having been supercargoes of East and West Indiamen, 
They were pursers in those days and remained so until 
1860, when they became paymasters by act of Congress, 
but in light of their various duties, Pay Inspector Pot- 
ter points out that paymaster is almost as great a mis- 
nomer as purser had become in 1860. The last impor- 
tant legal change in the standing of the corps was when, 
in 1892, the name of the Bureau of Provisions and 
Clothing was changed to the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, the writer pointing out that this and the two 
subsequent acts of 1893 and 1910 were brought about 
by “the need that the business of the world should be 
carried on in a competent manner.” 

This sketch then traces the nine separate businesses 
regularly practiced by the officers of the Pay Corps in 
their performance of their daily duties, which are: 
Financial and monetary administration; general supply ; 
transportation, contractual and purchasing; disburs 
of moneys; commissary; cost accounting; military, a 
general executive and administrative. They are con- 
cerned with legal affairs, too, but this element is so 
essentially a part of all the others that its designation 
as a separate kind is, perhaps, hardly advisable. That 
the inclusion of military duties is justified by the fact 
that it is estimated that since the present war began 
forty per cent. of the supply officer’s time must be de- 
voted to military duties. Pay Inspector Potter 
that “officers of the Corps have fought on board every 
ship—except those of smallest size—‘that has ever been 
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Fauntletoy commanding a company 
goons in the Mexican War made up of officers and men 
of the fleet, while as late as the Spanish-American War 
the late Pay Director George W. Simpson, in command 
of a captured Spanish ship sailed her from the coast of 
Cuba to New York. He also recalls the challenge issued 
by Patser Benjamin Bourne of the U.S.S. Erie in 1819 
te all and sundry of the officers of His Majesty’s 64th 
ment of Foot at Gibraltar. ees 
e of the most important elements in this article is 
the author's summary of books written on the duties of 
dhe Pay Corps that have been of inestimable value to the 
Corps and the Service. In conclusion he says: “It is 
glory of the Pay Corps of the Navy as a whole that 
officers come from all walks of life to meet on a plane 
of integrity and ability. Of its 446 members about sixty- 
| a percent are college men. Of the remaining thirty- 
r cent. a part is made up of graduates of the Naval 
emy or of men who have attended that institution 
fer a longer or a shorter period, a part of men who have 
won their commissions from the corps of pay clerks or 
— the ranks of the Navy at large. The remajnder 
ve come from all sections of the business and pro- 
fessional world. A number of the officers of the Pay 
Corps were honor men in their respective colleges; others 
‘were distinguished as athletes, and nearly all were promi- 
ment in extra-curriculum activities.” 
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THE ESSENTIAL NEED OF DISCIPLINE. 
To Tux Eprror or THe ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As you and I well know, this country is liable to make 
the fatal mistake of sending undisciplined troops to 
France. This subject is not thoroughly understood even 
in the Regular Establishment. It is little wonder then 
that the civilian mind is confused by the issue. There 
is nothing that will cause us more chagrin than to make 
this blunder. If we do not make it it will be because 
papers likes yours do everything possible to head off the 
ealamity. 

Because the correspu.adents in the early days of the 
war frequently commented on the French “democratic 
army,” the people in this country have become thor- 
oughly imbued with the idea that the French have an un- 
disciplined mob in. place of a well disciplined army. This 

the exact reverse of true. The discipline for all 
troops in France, including the American and Canadian 

is many times more rigid than it is in any mili- 

tary or naval organization in this country with the ex- 

tions of West Point, the Naval Academy, and the 

TMI. If exception is taken to this statement, ask any 

French officer on duty in this country or read General 
Pershing’s order on the subject. 

Why do all these armies have such strict discipline? 
The answer is easy: because it is absolutely necessary, 
because battles cannot be won without if. Because there 
never bas been in the history of the world s po and 
efficient arnty which did not have excellent discipline. 
Possibly the most ¢fficient fighting force of which we 
have any record is the Army of Sparta; ranking a close 
second the army of Charles XII. of Sweden. Each of 
these wonde fighting units is remembered for its 
strict discipline, second only to its ability to win 
against terrifie odds. 

In this war it has been pe demonstrated that one 
hation or race may be taught the technique of fighting as 
well as anotlter. It has been just as definitely shown that 
valor is a characteristic of all nations to about the same 
degree. The variable qualities have been equipment and 
discipline. On these two factors have hinged the fate of 
battles. After two more years of fighting numbers will 

bly be an important element. So far the numbers 
we been so equally divided that it has had little in- 
ce. 








There can be no question of a doubt that the most im- 


my element of training which should be given our 
ps on this side of the water is discipline. It is also 
element that is in most danger of being neglected. 
little refinements of trench warfare which change 
= day to day can be taught after our troops reach 
ce. But it would be a great waste of time to com- 
pel General Pershing to hold them in training camps for 
months inculcating habits of discipline when such 
measures might just as well be taken in the United States. 
The longer our troops are held in training camps in 
France before being put on the firing line, the greater 
the burden on the Allied shipping and the greater the 
loss of military strength on the western front. 

The resolution of the Senate calling on Secretary Baker 
for an explanation as to Army Regulations bearing on 
the subject of social intercourse between officers and en- 
listed men shows very clearly that the subject of military 
discipline is woefully misunderstood. The resolution 
plainly indicates that it is the opinion of the Senate that 
military discipline is a thing that may be put on and 
taken off at will like a pair of gloves. This of course, is 
the reverse of true. Discipline is a habit, a frame of 
mind. It cannot be acquired or lost quickly. A man 
might as well try to learn politeness quickly. A well 
disciplined officer or soldier will show it under any and 
all circumstances, even under the maddening fear of 
death. It is easy to see, then, that discipline is not one 
thing at seven a.m. on the drill ground and another thing 
at nine p.m. down town at the hotel. A football player 
cannot train hard for three days and then drink cocktails, 
keep late hours, etc., for a day and hope to attain re- 
sults. A workman who works steadily and hard for a 
week and then goes on a week’s blow-out is not a steady 
worker. A soldier who is not well disciplined at all times 
is not well disciplined. 

There would be some excuse for a misconception of the 
necessity for rigid discipline if we had never read any 
history. Take. for example, the experience of our neigh- 
bors the Canadians. In the very early days of the war 
they committed the blunder we seem about to make. They 
gent troops to Europe who associated freely with their 
officers, who failed to salute, etc. The result was exactly 
what could have been expected. Their casualty lists 
were ten times greater than they should have been and 
they lost many battles they should have won. After 
eight months of costly experience they were withdrawn, 
taken to camps in the rear and were given an intensive 
course of training in matters of discipline. Never since 
then have undisciplined troops been put on the firing line. 
The Canadian troops since they took on military dis- 
cipline have proven they are the equal of any soldiers in 
the world. s it true that we have not the good judg- 
ment to profit by this bit of experience? 

Senator Overman’s statement contains several peculiar 
fallacies. First, he would have officers associate with 
privates of good families. This in order to foster a demo- 
é@ratic spirit! It can readily be seen that if officers did 

‘iate with privates it would be with that class. That 


to say, the richman’s son and the social Gite would be 
Picked out and favored. ould 


in accordance 


with a proper conception of @ democratic army or not? 


And ftom another angle. Suppose the captain does take 
Pvt. Bit! Smith down to dimer some night, and a week 
later he finds he has a vacancy for corporal and decides 
to appoint Private Smith. What do the other privates in 
the company say? Two things: First, that the captain 
plays favorites (a deadly reputation for a company ¢om- 
mander); second, that Corporal Smith obtained his 
chevrons by boot-licking the captain. 

e is but one army in «existence to-day where the 
Officers and men «a sociate off duty, and that is the Rus- 
sian army. This should mean something to us if we 
are willing to think. 

The Senator is also of the opinion that strict discipline 
is bad beeause it exists in the German army. Sixteen- 
imch mobile field guns existed in the German army before 
any other army thought of them; but the Allies do not 
refuse to use them for that teason. To call rigid dis- 
cipline a “caste” system is an incorrect use of the word. 
A man bern in a caste dies in the same caste. The re- 
verse situation is true in our Army. Any private with 
the ability of an officer may become an officer. Every in- 
eentive and encouragement is given him to qualify him- 
self. There are no privates in the ranks with more 
military ability than the officers over them. The minute 
they show they have the ability to hold a commission 
they are made officers. 

The greatest fallacy is the belief that officers like strict 
discipline and that soldiers: dislike it. I believe officers 
and soldiers both like strict, sure and just discipline in- 
finitely better than any other kind. I know soldiers do. 
It makes their work easier. They know where they stand 
and are sure of an impersonal square deal. For officers 
it means a greater attention to detail and considerably 
more. work. They are therefore prone to let it slide. 

The discipline existing in the Regular Army since 1898 
has not been good. Orders have been obeyed, but not 
always quickly and willingly. There has been a decided 
lack of precision and a slackness in matters of dress, de- 
portment, and military courtesy. This is not of vital im- 
portance in time of peace, but it is a fatal defect in 
time of war. Any one who doubts this should read Up- 
ton’s Military Policy once more. But the root of the 
whole matter is a confusion that exists regarding the 
meaning of the phrase “a democratic army.” A mo- 
ment’s thought will convince any one that an army may 
have excellent discipline and be “democratic,” or may 
have very poor discipline and be quite aristocratic. Yet 
the two terms are much confused. No one can dispute 
that West Point is the most democratic of our institu- 
tions, much more so, for example, than our Congress. 
Yet there is no body of troops in the world so well dis- 
ciplined as the Corps of Cadets. The proper conception 
of a democratie army is one in which _~ and social 
position count for nothing, money and influence count 
for nothing and merit alone is rewarded. That is the 
condition that exists im practically all the armies in 
France. 

Any one who will read the. history of the Civil War 
carefully will freely admit that civilian interference in 
the conduct of that war cost many thousands of lives 
and probably prolonged the war two years. This reso- 
lution would tend to show that danger of the same sort 
of untrained directing force is imminent. Suppose, for 
example, that Congress goes further and decides what sort 
of discipline our troops shall have. Then suppose that 
our troops are badly defeated by equal enemy forces. In 
that case, will Congress be willing to accept the respon- 

. sibility for the defeat, or, will it pass a resolution asking 
for the recall of the General commanding? 

Canada and Australia have passed through this condi- 
tion in which we find ourselves. Would it not be rather 
Clever of us to take advantage of their experience?

HARDSHIP OF NO QUARTERS COMMUTATION. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As to commutation of quarters I desire to add what I 
ean to what has already been said. Perhaps the best 
way will be to state my own case. My family consists 
of my wife and three children. They are living in an 
out-of-the-way country town because that happened to be 
my station when war was declared and I was ordered to 
join a regiment, and I had not then recovered finan- 
cially from a tour of duty on the border, where house 
rent and the expenses of living in a city had more than 
consumed our resources. When my duties at the coun- 
try town ceased my allowances for quarters, heat and 
light were cut off. I found that the quarters at Army 
posts were closed to my family and I had no choice but 
to rent a house and pay for heat and light as best 1 
might. My pay was at about that time greatly in- 
creased. So, too, were my expenses, for I not only had 
to provide a home for my family, but, having to live away 
from that home, I had to pay board and incidental ex- 
penses that, in spite of careful economy, consumed a 
good part of my income. My pay was again increased 
and expenses have kept pace. The Liberty Loan, the 
war insurance, war risk premiums on old insurance, new 
and expensive articles of uniform and equipment, all 
necessary and unavoidable, have kept increasing the de- 
mand upon my pay so that my family is still in the 
place where I was obliged to leave them. To bring them 
to the city near my station, where rents are excessively 
high, and to which place the Government will not trans- 
port my household goods, would be piling up trouble. In 
the meantime there have been doctor's bills to pay. There 
are no Army doctors in that town. Then there is a 
dentist’s bill. No Army dentist there. 

And so I find that, with all of the increase in my pay, 
I am having a harder time to make ends meet than I did 
in a captain’s pay a year ago, when I drew commutation 
of heat and light and quarters and rented the house I 
lived in at thirty dollars a month, paying at the same 
time for light and fuel and water, and paying the doctor 
and the dentist, too. “The cost of living and the condi- 
tions under which we are obliged to maintain two estab- 
lishments have, of course, increased expenditures, but, 
more than these, the greatest cause of our trouble bas 
been the direct cut in our income through the depart- 
mental legislation that has at one time ousted our fam- 
ilies from Army housés and cut off our allowances, there- 
fore, in spite of the regulations and the evident, in fact 
well-known, intention of Congress that a house in kind 
or in commutation shall be part of the compensation 
paid by the Government to its Army officers. I am 
just about able to keep my head above water. 

What I should like to know is happening to the mar 
ried captains? The lieutenants are simply down and 
out. If I, a lieutenant colonel feel the pinch, God bless 
my juniors. Is it possible that the men who take the 
greatest risks, who suffer the greatest hardships, who 
will have to leave their honest debts, accumulated in the 
service of their country, to their widows, are objects of 
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indifference to those in whose power it is to correct im 
tice? The private’s pay has been doubled. His ming 
s been relieved of atixiety for his family by 4 generoug 

compensation. As for the officer whe leads these same 

men—his pay has been decreased, practically. from fifty 

to one hundred dollars per month.

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“THE EYES OF THE NAVY.”

The Navy is still in urgent need of binoculars, spy- 
glasses and telescopes.

Several weeks ago, an appeal was made through the 
daily press, resulting in the receipt of over 3,000 glass 
of various kinds, the great majority of which has proy 
satisfactory for ngval use. This number, however, ig 
wholly insufficient, and the Navy needs many thousands 
mere. May I, therefore, ask your co-operation with the 
Navy, to impress upon your subscribers by antiouncing 
the following salient features in connection with the 
Navy’s call: 

All articles should be securely tagged giving th 
and address of the donor, and forwarded by mail or ex- 
press to the Hon. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, care of Naval Observatory, Washington, 
D.C., So that they may be acknowledged by him. 

Articles not suitable for naval use will be returned to 
the sender. Those accepted will be keyed, so that the 
name and address of the donor will be permanently re- 
corded at the Navy Department, and every effort will be 
made to return them, with added historic interest, at the 
termination of the war. It is, of course, impossible te 
guarantee them against damage or loss. 

As the Government cannot, under the law, accept sem 
vices or material without making some payment there 
for, one dollar will be paid for each article accepted, 
which sum will constitute the rental price, or, in the 
event of loss, the purchase price, of such article. 

Toward the end of January, it is proposed to distribute 
throughout the country, posters making an appeal to fill 
this want of the Navy. 

As this is a matter which depends entirely far its sue 
cess upon publicity, I very much hope that you will feel 
inclined to help the Navy at this time by assisting in any 
way that lies within your power.

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ARMY WOMEN AS RELIEF VOLUNTEERS. 
To THe Eprror or tue Army AND Navy Journat: 

At the present time, with the majority of the Regular 
forces in France, there are probably hundreds of Army 
wives here in the States whose homes have been broken 
up, who are now living without the responsibility of 
housekeeping and its attendant duties, who are constantly 
saying, “What can I do?” In many eases they are do 
ing their “bit” in supply rooms, in canteen work, on 
refreshment commitee or in some other home service 
work in their immediate vicinity. But are there many 
who have thought of the less fortunate wives or depend- 
ent mothers of the draftees or -the volunteers? These 
women have suddenly been left on their own resources, in 
many cases penniless. The wheels of the Government 


are slow in turning, and while the men go to camps and 
are at once given food, clothing and shelter, the woman

at home is left with only the remnant of “last weck’s 
pay,” and a next weck’s rent falling due. 
The Civilian Relief comes to the rescue. It will be 


weeks before the man’s allotment and the Government 
allowance can be paid. This woman, who may have chil- 
dren, must be visited, given advicé as fo her financial 
difficulties, have medical care and be made to feel that 
the friend to turn to is the Red Cross of America. To- 
day there are over 3,000 cases being cared for by the 
Civilian Relief in Philadelphia, and the need of workers 


is growing with each draftee who leaves a family behind. 
This is probably true of ever large city. Red Cross In 
stitates have been organized in many sections where there 
are schools of philanthropy, which give the untrained 
but willing volunteer an intensive six weeks’ Course 
which prepares her to handle with a better judgment 
the responsibility entailed. The gratitude, the apprecia- 
tion received by volunteers is tremendous. The other- 


wise lonely woman has the feeling of dependency upon 
a substantial friend, and the anxiety of the man in camp 
(who will later be in the trenches) is arrested. The 
woman is able to live comfortably until her allotment 
and allowance are started. 

If there is any Army woman looking for real service, 
won’t she consider giving that service as a volunteer to 
the Civilian Relief of the Red Cross, for she is sorely 
needed and through her knowledge of actual Service con 


ditions can explain and eradicate erroneotis impressions 
gathered from totally unenlightened sources, and through 
her friendly visits make less hard the loneliness of the 
woman who cannot grasp the meaning of this war of 
nations. E. Mc. K.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 


(Summarized from reports Jan. 11-17.) 





ON THE WESTERN FRONT. 


The enemy somewhat relaxed his minor attacks and 
harassing operations during the week, while the French 
and British on their side showed increased enterprise in 
this sort of small warfare, entering the German lines in 
numerous night attacks. No positions were reported to 
have changed hands, but in a number of instances pris- 
oners were brought in, an indication that the warfare of 
attrition had by no means been wholly abandoned during 


the severe weather. 

In the Argonne, at Courtes Chaussées, the French 
made an incursion into the opposing lines on the night 
of Jan. 10. The Argonne region has seen no heavy fight- 
ing for nearly two years, but the recent reports of minor 
activity in this area raise a prospect of possible in- 


tended operations on a larger scale in that area in the 
season soon to open. The French objective in past fight- 
ing has been the town of Varennes, at the northern end 
of the wooded region, while the Germans sought in the 
earlier part of the war to force their way southward to 
Clermont, as a means to approach the rear defenses of 
Verdun. The French executed another raid on the night 
of Jan. 10 near Blemery in the northern Vosges area. 
On Jan, 12 a French party entered the enemy trenches 
northwest of Rheims, near Courcy. Southwest of Bezon- 
yaux another raid yielded prisoners. North of Verdun 
on the 12th, two small German attacks, carried out with 
the aid of flame throwers, were repulsed on the Chaume 
Wood front. On Jan. 14, in the Verdun area, enemy 
groups endeavored to approach the French trenches on 
the Céte de I’Oie, but an attack Was prevented by de- 
fensive artillery fire. The Germans on the same day 
made a reconnoitering advance near Juvincourt, in the 
sector between Craonne and Reims. French patrol 
actions on the night of the 14th were reported from the 
Alsatian front. At Badonvillers, east of Luneyille, in 
the northern Vosges, a French raid on the German 
trenches gained forty prisoners. By way of rejoinder the 
Germans sent raiders on Jan. 16 against a French post 
near St. Dié. 

German raiders attacked a point on the British front 
south of Armentiéres on the morning of Jan. 11. In the 
Lens area, the Canadian troops carried out the first of 
a series of raids on Jan. 12, attacking east ef Loos. The 
enemy at the same time sent out three raiding parties to 
the south of Lens. A German raid east of Monchy, in 
the Scarpe region, was driven back on the night of Jan. 
12 by the British artillery’s barrage fire. A Canadian 
raiding party brought back prisoners on the night of 
Jan. 13 from north of Lens, and southeast of that city, 
near Méricourt a patrol encaunter took place. The Ger- 
man raiders took prisoners early on Jan. 14 southeast 
of Armentiéres, and again approached the defenses be- 
fore that place from the northeast on Jan. 15. Again on 
the 15th the enemy dugouts north of Lens were bombed 
and prisoners taken by the Canadians. The’ activities 
about Lens led naturally to increased artillery fire on 
both sides toward the end of the week. In spite of a 
thaw on Jan. 16, causing deep mud, British raiders 
penetrated in the night to the north of St. Quentin. 

While the week on the western front was by no menns 
one of total inaction, the more important activities were 
without doubt those which took place in the respective 
rears of the opposing armies. Of the disposal of troops, 
the laying of field railways and like preliminaries to 
spring operations there was no definite news, nor does the 
nature of such preparatory work permit of its being men- 
tioned in the published reports. It was said that Aus- 
trian forces were being removed to the French front 
from northern Italy, and, in particular, that the artil- 
lery lately active in the Venetian upland was, in part, 
being transferred, but on this point no authoritative 
statement was to be had. Thus far, save for an Aus- 
trian division, said to have taken part in the first fight- 
ing in Alsace in 1914, none save German units have 
fought on the Teuton side in the western theater of war. 
It must be remembered that on previous occasions, each 
side has been able to conceal its most elaborate offensives 
while in preparation, in spite of the inquisitive eye of the 
airplane. Thus the German Crown Prince’s attack on 
Verdun took the French by surprise in February, 1916, 
while the British attack on Vimy Ridge, in 1917, made 
use of mines that had been laid under the German works 
months in advance. As to the time and place of the 
expected enemy offensive the reports of operations still 
fail to furnish any clue. It cannot even be said that the 
Teutons are more likely to make their attack in France 
than in Italy or Macedonia. Students of the operations 
should realize, however, that at the present stage of the 
war the enemy’s strategic plans are increasingly likely 
to feel the influence of the attempts to bring about an 
early peace. The effects of an offensive on the German 
peace steps must play a larg part in determining the 
course that Hindenburg and Luedendorf are to adopt. 


ITALIANS ATTACKING IN VENETIA. 


Defying the handicap of heavy stiow the Italians car- 
ried out an attack this week upon the Austrian forces 
east of the Brenta River in the region of Monte Asoline, 
and succeeded, according to the reports from Rome, in 
regaining some of the positions from which they were 
driven out in December. In the more southerly portion 
of the Italian front, likewise they attacked and gained 
ground near Capo Sile in the Piave River delta. Else- 
where on the Italian front the activity has been re- 
stricted, the Austrians keeping to the defensive in that 
portion of their lines which has the Piave for a frontal 
barrier, and the depth of snow acting to prevent engage- 
ments in the Asiago region and the mountains on either 
sid of Lake Garda. 

he Italian attack in the Asolone region took- place 
on Jan. 14, and extended from north of Osteria to the 
head of the Cesilla Valley. Energetically supported by. 
artillery the troops advanced and engaged the enemy, 
Seizing some of his front line positions and taking 291 
prisoners, while storming parties farther to the west 
entered the enemy trenches in the region of Mt. Solarolo, 
The latter move was of a demonstrative nature, the main 


attack being directed toward Asolone. The Teutons 
rallied rapidly and developed a vigorous counter-attack, 
as to the results of which the reports differ, Vienna 
claiming that all the lost positions were retaken and 
heavy casualties inflicted on the Italians. According to 
the Italian reports, the Italian line was rectified and 
gains were in large part held in spite of the counter- 
attacks, renewed subsequently. Along this front, as now 
constituted, the Italian forces and their French and 
British allies enjoy an advantage, due to the winter 
rigors prevailing in the uplands, through which the Aus- 
trians, as we recently pointed out, are obliged at great 
difficulty to operate. The snow, though deep along the 
front, is less of a problem along the Italian lines of com- 
munication, while it attains a depth of several feet in 
the region at the rear of the Austrians. 

On the lower Piave River, the Italians are engaged 
in establishing and extending their hold of a bridgehead 
near Capo Sile, in the delta area. Their patrols drove 
back Teuton posts on Jan. 13, east of Capo Sile and 
north of Cortellazo. On Jan. 14 a surprise attack carried 
some enemy trench elements and yielded forty-five pris- 
oners. The Italians drove off a counter-attack and held 
their gain. 

On Jan. 15, reports Berlin, the Italians renewed their 
attacks in the northern portion of the front, driving for- 
ward near Fontana Secca. 


THE BUSSIAN SITUATION. 


Recent events in Russia have made it evident that the 
Bolsheviki are again in full control of the Petrograd 
situation. Their peace conferences have not brought for- 
ward any prospect of a péace based on terms such as-the 
Bolsheviki profess to seek. The apparent intention of 
the Germans to retain the Baltic coast territory occupied 
during the autumn have raised the possibility that the 
Russian armies might be called upon to renew hostilities. 
The armistice agreed upon last month has not been in- 
terrupted, but may possibly not be renewed at its expira- 
tion. The number and condition of the Russian troops 
remaining on the Teuton front is not generally known. 
The Rumanian government has had a misunderstanding 
with the Russian party in power. As a result, the Ru- 
manian fories are likely to lack the support of the 
Bolsheviki in case the Rumanians do not withdraw from 
the war, or fail to reach an understanding with Russia. 

Owing to the lack of direct communication, little has 
been learned of the progress of the civil war now being 
waged in southeastern Russia. Whereabouts of General 
Kaledine and his Cossack force are not definitely known, 
but the Petrograd government, according to a dispatch, 
has announced the occupation of the town of Movo 
Tcherkassk, said to have been Kaledine’s capital. 

In the Russian Far East, the situation at Vladivostok 
has aroused the alarm of the Allies, chiefly represented, 
in~that part of the world, by Japan. Report comes of 
Japanese preparation to send a fleet to Vladivostok and 
to prevent the Bolshevik authorities from making other 
than a desirable use of the large quantities of war sup- 
plies stored there. The Russian Black Sea fleet is re- 
ported to have revolted against its officers, and, due per- 
haps to its inaction, the Turks are said to have sent a 
military force by sea to a point on the Black Sea’s south 
coast, close to the positions of the Russians in northern 
Asia Minor, in contravention of the armistice under- 
standing. While these and other reports are current, all 
must be taken with reserve. At the present time but 
little of the information from Russian territory is either 
authoritative or reliable. Even so, reports cannot be 
neglected, without seriously interfering with the consid- 
eration of the general military situation in which Rus- 
sia has by no means yet ceased to count as a factor. 
More of importance has happened by far within Russia 
in the past two years than the Allies knew of at the time. 
Russian developments cannot now be safely neglected or 
underestimated. 


OTHER FRONTS. 


In Macedonia the French and British have displayed 
some activity in artillery and patrol encounters against 
the Teutons. The line on the Teuton side; to judge by 
recent reports, is largely or chiefly held by Bulgarian 
troops, which betray little intention of forcing the fight- 
ing, so long as they lack the collaboration of their Ger- 
man and Austrian allies. 

In Asia Minor, no important activity has been re- 
ported either from the British expedition in Mesopotamia 
or from that at Jerusalem. General Allenby has made 
no further progress of note from Jerusalem. We have 
already referred to a Russian report that the Turks were 
moving troops up the Asia Minor coast of the Black Sea, 
despite the armistice. 

In East Africa, the campaign against the Germans has 
developed into a pursuit of the remaining German ele- 
ments upon Portuguese territory, where they have taken 
refuge, greatly reduced in numbers, and short of supplies. 
Three columns of British are in pursuit, one adyancing 
east from the southern end of Lake Nyassa, one moving 
up the Lujenda Valley. 
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NOTES OF THE WAR. 

British casualties reported during the week ending 
Dec. 14 totaled 24,979 officers and men, divided as fol- 
lows: Killed or died of wounds—Officers, 117; men, 
5,149. Wounded or missing—Officers, 304; men, -19,409. 

The new British Admiralty Board was announced offi- 
cially on Jan. 12. There is only one naval member of 
the board who was not serving at the Admiralty when 
Admiral Sir John R. Jellicoe was the head. He is Rear 
Admiral Sydney R. Fremantle, who becomes Deputy 
Chief of Staff to Vice Admiral Sir Rosslyn Wemyss, 
the new First Sea Lord. Archibald S. Hurd, the naval] 
critic, in commenting on the new board; says it is ap- 
parent that no revolutionary disturbance of the main 
lines of naval policy is indicated. He adds that behind 
the new board is the reorganized war stafi, for which 
some of the most brilliant younger officers have been 
chosen. 

The British Admiralty report on the sinking of Brit- 
ish merchantmen for the week ending Jan. 16 shows 
that only six merchantmen of 1,600 tons or over were 
sunk, and two merchantmen under 1,600 tons... Five 
merchantmen were unsuccessfully attacked. Of all the 
British vessels damaged by enemy action between Janu- 
ary and October, 1917, it has been found possible to 
salve all but four, according to a statement made by 
Thomas J. Macnamara, Financial Secretary of the Ad- 
actually completed.

The English port of Yarmouth, a summer resort, was 
bombarded from the sea on the night of Jan. 14. Fire 
was opened at fifty-five minutes past ten o’clock and 
lasted about eight minutes, some twenty shells falling 
into the town. The latest police reports state that three 
persons were killed and ten injured. The meterial damage 
done was not serious. The enemy craft presumably was 
a submarine or a light cruiser. Owing to the blackness 
of the night the enemy was not seen. 

The British destroyer Raccoon struck a rock off the 
Irish coast on Jan. 9, 1918, and foundered with all 
hands, it was announced officially. The Raccoon was of 
the 1910 class and was 266 feet in length with a beam 
of twenty-eight feet. She had a speed of twenty-seven’ 
knots. Her complement was 105 men. 

A German official statement denies that the British 
hospital ship Rewa was torpedoed by a German sub- 
marine in the Bristol channel on Jan. 14, and says it is 
more likely that the ship ran on a mine barrier which 
the Germans recently laid in the Bristol channel. An 
official British statement of Jan. 14 repeats and em- 
phasizes that the Rewa was torpedoed, not mined. 

In the House of Commons on Jan. 14 Sir Eric Geddes, 
First Sea Lord of the Admiralty, said concerning the at- 
tack by German warships on a convoy in the North Sea, 
Dec. 12, in which one British and five neutral merchant- 
men, a British destroyer and four armed trawlers were 
sunk: “The Admiralty finds that the escorting vessels 
did their best to protect the convoy and were fought in 
a proper and seamanlike manner.” He says unavoida- 
ble circumstances prevented Admiral Beatty, in command 
of the Grand Fleet, from sending up covering forces. 

Andrew Bonar Law, Chancellor of the Exchequer, an- 
nounced in the House of Commons on Jan. 15 that,-as 
a result of Field Marshal Haig’s inquiry, the General 
Staff, War Cabinet, and the Government considered 
that the British higher army command had not been 
surprised by the German attack in the Cambrai region 
on Noy. 30, and that all proper and adequate disposi- 
The Chancellor said « 
was not necessary to dispel the rumor that Field Mar- 
shal Haig was being relieved of his command. 

In the course of his official report on the spring and 
summer campaign of 1917, which was made public in 
London on Jan. 8, Field Marshal Haig says: “The ad- 
ditional strength which the enemy can obtain from the 
events in Russia and Italy already has been largely dis- 
counted, and the ultimate destruction of the enemy’s 
field forces has been brought appreciably nearer.” The 
report covers the period from April to November, the © 
Cambrai battle to be included in a later report. Field 
Marshal Haig says of the year’s work: “The most im- 
portant of all is that our new and hastily trained armies 
again have shown that they are capable of meeting and 
beating the enemy’s best troops under conditions which 
favored his defense. In this respect I desire to empha- 
size the supreme importance of adequate training prior 
to placing troops in the line of battle. It is essential 
if sacrifice is to be avoided and success assured that 
troops going into battle should first be given the oppor- 
tunity for special training under officers who are to 
command them in the task which they are to be called 
upon to perform.” He closes his report with this brief 
tribute to the Americans: “During the year the United 
States have entered the war and taken up their part with 
all the well known energy and ability of that great na- 
tion. Already many thousands of American soldiers 
are in France. Warm as is the welcome they received 
from the French people, nowhere will they find.a more 
genuine or friendlier greeting than among the ranks of 


‘the other great English speaking armies.” 


An appeal is being circulated among mutilated Ger- 
man officers and soldiers having the Iron Cross asking 
them to return the crosses as a protest against the fact 
that a number of “home warriors” and leaders of the 
Fatherland party are wearing the same insignia, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Amsterdam. There has been a 
large response, 1,300 crosses from Berlin alone being 
sent to the War Minister the first day the appeal ap- 
peared. 


Great Britain has added to her military medals of 
honor the “1914 Bronze Star,” which, according to the 
London Times, is to be issued to all officers, warrant 
officers, non-commissioned officers and men of the Brit: 
ish and India forces, including civilian medical practi-. 
tioners, nursing sisters, nurses and others employed with 
military hospitals, who served in France or Belgium on 
the establishment of a unit of the British expeditionary 
forces between Aug. 5, 1914, and midnight of Nov. 22- 
23. 1914. Two cross swords with a scroll inscribed 
“Aug. 1914 Nov.” intertwining, and encircled by an oak 
wreath, with the Royal Cipher at the base, are embodied 
in it. At the topmost point of the star is a crown, at 
the top of which is a ring for the ribbon, which is red, 
white and blue, shaded and watered. 


“The sailormen of our Allies are not often in the lime- 
light,” says the Navy, published at London, England, in 
its December, 1917, issue; “but now and again we catch 
a glimpse of the valuable work they are doing. French 
warships have been giving us splendid help in Palestine, 
where the veteran ironclad Requin, built more than 
forty years ago, has been pounding the Turks with all the 
ardor of the youngest vessel under the flag. The Italian 
navy, too, has been ‘doing its bit’ in the Gulf of Trieste 
by guarding the southern flank of General Diaz’s army, 
which is battling so valiantly to shield Venice from alien 
pollution. But what of the Russian fleet: At the mo- 
ment of writing the situation in the young republic is 
very obscure, but some hope still remains that the real 
Russia will be true to herself and to the friends who have 
trusted her. During the fighting in the Gulf of Riga a 
few weeks ago the ‘Russian sailors worthily upheld the 
best traditions of their service.” 
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Walter Spoerman, said to be a lieutenant in the 
German navy, was arrested near the aviation field at 
Hampton, Va., on Jan. 9 by an agent of the Naval In- 
telligence Bureau, charged with having attempted to 
blow up the powder magazine at the Hampton aviation 
field. He had been acting as a timekeeper with a Govy- 
ernment contractor. Subsequent to his arrest there was 
a conflict of opinion between officials of the Navy and 
Justice Departments as to the extent of his crime that 
has not been settled as yet. Spoerman is in jail in 
Baltimore. 
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The battle flag flown by the Zeppelin L-49, which 
was brought down in France on Oct. 17, 1917, has been 
received at Marine Corps headquarters. It will be sent 
to the National Museum. 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Brig. Gen. Thomas Cruse, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., who 
was retired Jan. 9, 1918, after forty-two years’ service, 
was born Dec. 29, 1857, at Qwensboro, Ky., and was ap- 
pointed to the U.S. Military Academy in 1875. He 
was graduated in June, 1879, and was assigned as 
second lieutenant to the 6th U.S. Cavalry, at that 
time, serving in Arizona, at Fort Apache, at that time one 
of the most remote of Army posts. ‘In 1880 he was in 
several engagements with the hostile Apaches under the 
famous Chief Victorio, who, at that time was ravaging 
the New Mexico and Arizona border. Among other 
notable engagements was one at Membrillo Canyon, San 
Andreas Mountains, April 9, 1880, and about a week 
later the engagement with hostile Apaches at the Mes- 
celero Indian Agency in the Sacramento Mountains in 
New Mexico, Aug. 30, 1891, he was in a very severe en- 
gagement with hostile Apaches at Cibicu Creek, Ariz., 
and on Sept. 1 in the Indian attack on Fort Apache, 
Ariz. In all these engagements he was specially men- 
tioned for conspicuous conduct by the commanding offi- 
cers. General Cruse married in Kentucky, Feb. 14, 
1882, Miss Beatrice Cottrell and joined station at Fort 
Apache, after a long overland trip from the end of the 
railway then being constructed from Albuquerque. After 
several months of arduous scouting he was in a des- 
perate engagement with hostile Apaches at Big Dry 
Fork, Ariz., and for gallantry in action in this engage- 
ment he was awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor. 
He was in the field against hostile Indians practically all 
of 1880-S1-82-85 and 86. In 1889 he was assigned to 
duty as student officer at the Infantry and Cavalry 
School, Fort Leavenworth, and completed the course as 

“honor graduate. In 1896 he was appointed captain and 
quartermaster by President Cleveland, since which time 
his services have been with that corps. In 1898 he was 
chief quartermaster of the 2d Division, Ist Army Corps, 
and in 1899 was depot quartermaster at San Juan, P.R. 
In 1900 he was ordered directly from Porto Rico to 
Manila to be depot quartermaster at that point. He 
served two years in that position and on completion was 
very highly complimented for the activity and energy dis- 
played in the performance of duty by Major Gen. C. F. 
Humphrey's, Quartermaster General. Since that time 
General Cruse has been stationed at various department 
headquarters and depots of the Q.M. Corps in the United 
States, notably St. Louis, Chicago, Omaha, Boston and 
Philadelphia. He was graduated from the Army and 
Navy College in 1916—thence on duty in Quartermaster 
General’s Office to date. From date of his appointment 
as brigadier general, Dec. 9, 1916, he had the longest 
service of any officer in the corps outside of Brig. Gen. 
A. L. Smith, who was graduated at West Point one year 
ahead of General Cruse. General Cruse had two chil- 
dren, boys, Fred T. Cruse, at present major, General 
Staff, U.S.A., and James Thomas Cruse, who graduated 
from the U.S. Naval Academy Sept. 19, 1906, and who 
was killed on board the Georgia by the explosion in a gun 
turrett in August, 1907. 

Brig. Gen. Abiel L. Smith, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., was 
retired from active service Jan. 3, 1918, upon his own 
application after more than forty years of efficient ser- 
vice. General Smith’s service began as a cadet at the 
U.S. Military Academy July 1, 1874, and he holds the 
brevet of captain for gallant services in the campaigns 
against Geronimo’s band of Indians in Sonora, Mexico, 
from July to September, 1886. He was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A. June 14, 1878, and was promoted in the 
Army additional second lieutenant, 19th Infantry. Four- 
teen days later he was promoted second lieutenant. His 
first duty was on the frontier at posts in Indian Terri- 
tory, Texas, Kansas, New Mexico, Arizona and Washing- 
ton Territory, until June 18, 1890. He was transferred 
in 1883, captain May 6, 1892, and was appointed captain 
to the 4th Cavalry in 1879, was promoted first lieutenant 
in the Subsistence Department June 28, 1892. General 
Smith was promoted major commissary in 1898, lieuten- 
ant colonel in 1901, and colonel, Assistant Commissary 
General, in 1905. After serving on the frontier Géheral 
Smith went on leave to Europe in 1890, and subsequently 
served in the Subsistence Department in Chicago, San 
Francisco and other places. He was appointed lieuten- 
ant colonel and commissary of subsistence of Vlunteers 
in July, 1908. General Smith, among many other de- 
tails, served at Seattle, Wash.; in the Philippines, and 
has been a member of various important boards. He was 
chief commissary of the Philippine Division from Noy. 
30, 1904, to March 13, 1907, and was promoted colonel 
in 1905. He was ordered to Australia in 1905 to investi- 
gate the conditions of supply of fresh beef and vegetables 
for the Army in the Philippines, and he also visited 
China and Japan for the same purpose. He was pur- 
chasing commissary and subsistence superintendent of the 
Army Transport Service at New York city, and ren- 
dered highly efficient service in contracting for a speeding 
up of the delivery of automobile trucks, ete., carly in 
1916, incident to the punitive expedition into Mexico, 
and was later assigned to duty in the office of the Q.M.G. 
He was appointed brigadier general in 1917. 

Col. Horatio G. Sickel, 12th U.S. Cav., who has been 
on duty at El Paso, Texas, was retired from active ser- 
vice for age on Jan. 15, 1918, after an efficient record of 
service. He was born in Pennsylvania Jan. 15, 1854, 
and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1876, when 
he was promoted in the Army second lieutenant, 14th In- 
fantry. He was transferred to the 7th Cavalry in July, 
1876, and remained with that organization until promoted 
major, 12th Cavalry, July 16, 1903. He was promoted 
lieutenant colonel March 3, 1911. Colonel Sickel’s ser- 
vices after graduation were on the frontier for a number 
of years, at different posts in Dakota, Indian Territory, 
Oklahoma and Kansas to 1893, where he was engaged in 
scouting, protecting the stage road at South Moreau 
River, commanding Indian scouts, ete. He took part in 
the campaign against Sioux Indians in South Dakota 
from Noy. 23, 1890, to Jan. 23, 1891, and was mentioned 
in G.O. No. 100, A.G.O., 1891, for distinguished service at 
the battle of Wounded Knee, S.D., Dec. 29, 1890. After 
his frontier service Colonel Sickel served at posts in 
Missouri, Kansas, Arizona, Georgia and at Camp Colum- 
bia, Cuba, 1899-01. He went to Manila in 1904, being 
in command of the station at Calamba, Laguna, and 
Santa Mesa Garrison, Manila. Subsequent service in- 
cluded duty at the Jamestown Exposition, Fort Meade, 
S.D., and for the last few years on the: Mexican border. 
He reached the grade of colonel July 30, 1912. 

Lieut. Col. Nelson Gapen, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who was 
found physically disqualified for promotion by reason of 
disability incident to the service, has been retired with 
the rank of lieutenant colonel to date from Dee. 31, 1917, 
He entered the Service as an assistant surgeon June 24, 
1902, is a graduate of the Army Medical School, class of 
1903, and holds the degree of M.D., Georgetown Univer- 


sity. Colonel Gapen was born in the District of Colum- 
bia Jan. 3, 1879. 

Capt. Joseph W. Blanchard, Phil. Scouts, was retired 
from active service Jan. 9, 1918. He first entered the 
Army as a private in the 6th Cavalry in March, 1895, 
and rose to sergeant major, 6th Cavalry. He was com- 
missioned second lieutenant, Philippine Scouts, July 1, 
1901, and gained his captaincy in 1908. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral John A. Howell, U.S.N., retired, whose 
death at The Plains, near Warrenton, Va., on Jan. 10, 
1917, we briefly noted in our last issue, was born at Bath, 
Steuben county, New York, on March 16, 1840. He 
entered the Naval Academy.at Annapolis, Md., as an 
acting midshipman from the 28th Congressional District 
of New York, on Sept. 27; 1854. He was promoted to 
midshipman, June 11, 1858; to passed midshipman, Jan. 
19, 1861; to master Feb. 25, 1861; and to lieutenant, 
April 18, 1861, and served during the Civil War on duty 
on the U.S.S. Supply, Montgomery, and Ossipee. He 
was promoted to lieutenant commander, March 3, 1865; 
to commander, March 6, 1872; to captain, March 1, 1884; 
and to commodore, May 21, 1898, and served in this last 
mentioned grade on duty in command of the Northern 
Patrol Squadron, U.S. North Atlantic Fleet, from the be- 
ginning to the close of the Spanish-American War. He 
was promoted to rear admiral, Aug. 10, 1898, in which 
grade he served on duty in command of the North Atlan- 
tic Station from about Aug. 29, 1898, to Oct. 8, 1898; as 
president, Naval Examining and Retiring Boards, Wash- 
ington, D.C., from Nov. 1, 1898, to Oct. 15, 1900, when 
he was relieved from duty on Naval Examining Board. 
He continued on duty on Naval Retiring Board at Wash- 
ington, D.C., until March 16, 1902, on which date he was 
transferred to the retired list of the Navy upon attain- 
ing the statutory retirement age of sixty-two years. He 
leaves a daughter, Mrs. J. V. Bohn. Since he lived in 
Warrenton he continued his active interest in inventions. 
He had. perfected a “land and water” type of lifeboat. 
The Howell torpedo was the first to use a gyroscopic de- 
vice. He also invented and patented a flywheel torpedo 
and a disappearing gun carriage. Several technical works 
were written by Admiral Howell. He served eight years 
at the Naval Academy as head of the department of 
astronomy and navigation. 

Major Gen. Joseph W. Plume, N.G.N.J., retired, presi- 
dent of the Manufacturers’ National Bank of Newark, N. 
J., died at his home in that city Jan. 12, 1918. He had 
been ill two. months with intestinal trouble and heart dis- 
ease and his death was not unexpected. General Plume 
was born in Troy, N.Y., Aug. 23, 1839, a descendant of 
settlers who came to America’s shores before 1700. He 
leaves his widow, Mrs. Eleanor Miller Plume; a son, Mr. 

heodore Runyon Plume; a daughter, Miss Laura Plume; 
a brother, Mr. George C. Plume, and two grandchildren. 
His military career began in 1857, when he entered C 
Company of the City Battalion of Newark. He served 
in the Civil War, taking part in many important engage- 
ments and resigning as captain and adjutant of the 2 
Regiment, New ex! in 1862. He was commissioned 
brigadier general of the Ist Brigade, National Guard of 
New Jersey, in 1869. Ten years later he was mad: brevet 
major general by Governor George B. McClellan. He be- 
came major general of the New Jersey National Guard 
in 1885, and in 1898, when war with Spain was declared, 
he was appointed brigadier general of Volunteers, com- 
manding the Ist Brigade, 1st Division, 2d Corps. He 
was retired with the rank of major general. 

Col. Charles W. Fenton, Cav., U.S.A., commandant at 
Fort Myer, Va., who was also commandant of the first 
and second officers’ training camps at the Army post 
across the Potomac River, died at Walter Reed Hospital, 
Tacoma Park, D.C., Jan. 15, 1918, of spinal meningitis. 
Colonel Fenton is stirvived by his wife and two sons, 
five and nine years old. As commandant of the first and 
second officers’ training camps at Fort Myer Colonel 
Fenton’s work was highly successful. He was born in 
Michigan in 1865 and entered the U.S. Military Academy 
at West Point in 1884. He was graduated and assigned 
as second lieutenant in 1888 to the 9th U.S. Infantry. 
In 1891 he was transferred to the 17th Cavalry and 
served in that branch of the Service thereafter, and also 
by detail in the Pay Department. In 1898 he was ap- 
pointed captain and A.A.G. of Volunteers, and took part 
in the capture of Guayama, P.R. Among other duties 
he took part in Philippine campaigns and was wounded at 
Novaleta Oct. 8, 1899, while acting as a volunteer aid 
to General Schwan. He also took part in the capture of 
Novaleta, Rosario, Santa Cruz and San Francisco de 
Malabon in 1899. He served as aid to Gen. Frederick 
Dent_Grant and was serving in that capacity at the time 
of the death of General Grant. For the past several 
years he was in command of the Army post at Fort Myer. 

Lieut. Col. Godfrey Harrison Macdonald, U.S.A., re- 
tired, died in Washington, D.C., Jan. 15, 1918. He was 
born in Illinois, Jan. 15, 1858, and was graduated from 
the U.S. Military Academy at West Point in 1883, being 
assigned as a second lieutenant to the Ist Cavalry. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Macdonald on the night of Aug. 14, 1892, 
and then a first lieutenant, lst Cavalry, leaped from the 
ferryboat Atlantic, which plied between Governors Isl- 
and and New York city, to rescue a man who had fallen 
overboard. The night was very dark and the current 
exceedingly swift, so that the deed (to quote the official 
language of the letter accompanying the gold life-saving 
medal afterward bestowed by the Treasury Department) 
was one of “extraordinary heroism and daring.” Happily, 
it was successful, Lieutenant Macdonald keeping the man 
afloat until a life line could be thrown. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Macdonald was promoted first lieutenant in 1891; 
captain, 10th Cavalry, in 1899; was transferred to the 
1st Cavalry in 1904; was promoted major, 9th Cavalry, 
1909, and was transferred to the 13th Cavalry in 1910, 
He was promoted lieutenant colonel of Cavalry in Janu- 
ary, 1914. He was a graduate of the Infantry and Cay- 
alry School, class of 1889, and of the Army War College 
of 1910. In his early service in the Army he was on 
duty in the field in the West. He was also in command 
of the Indian scouts at Fort Keogh, Mont., and organ- 
ized Troop L, 3d Cavalry, composed of Indians at Fort 
Bennett, S.D., and at Fort Meade, S.D., in 1891. Other 
subsequent duties included those of aid to Gen. O. O. 
Howard, and was appointed captain and assistant 
adjutant general of U.S. Volunteers May 12, 1898. He 
was A.A.G.. Ist Division, lst Corps, aud aid to General 
Arnold, and was A.A.G., 3d Brigade, 2d Division, 4th 
Corps, to September, 1898. He was appointed major and 
chief ordnance officer, U.S. Volunteers, Aug. 13, 1898, and 
was chief ordnance officer, 4th Corps, to Uctober, 1898; of 
the 2d Division, 4th Corps, to Nov. 19, 1898, and of the 
1st Division, 7th Corps, to March, 189}. He went with

Col. Augustus B. Farnham, formerly Adjutant Genera] 
of Maine and for nearly twenty-five years Postmaster gt 
Bangor, Me., died there Jan. 14, 1918, at the age of 
seventy-six. He served throughout the Civil War, being 
brevetted colonel for bravery. 

Major Augustus P. Gardner, O.R.C., attached to the 
121st Infantry of the 31st Division, National Guard, dieg 
Jan. 14, 1918, in the base hospital at Camp Wheeler, Ga., 
of pneumonia. Major Gardner was commissioned a ¢o- 
one] in the Staff Corps last year, but at his own request, 
in order that he might be sent to France for active field 
service, his rank was reduced t» th: t of major of Infantry, 
Major Gardner contracted a severe cold two weeks ago 
when he accompanied his battalion to the rifle range, and 
pheumonia developed. Mrs. Gardner arrived from Ham. 
ilton, Mass., and had been elmost continuously at her 
husband’s bedside until late Jan. 14, when she collapsed 
aiter her husband died. Major Gardner was the firgt 
member of Congress to volunteer to fight the Germans, 
Long befcre the United States declared war Mr. Gardner 
advocated it. He was the most active worker for prepar- 
edness in Congress. In his spectacular and aggressiye 
way.he at times fought single-handed for a larger Army 
and Navy while others talked peace and economy. Major 
Augustus Peabody Gardner was born on Nov. 5, 1865, the 
son of Mr. Joseph Peabody Gardner, and was graduated 
at Harvard in 1886, after which he studied at the Har. 
vard Law School and then entered politics. He was 
elected to the Massachusetts Senate from 1899 to 1901 
and served fifteen years in Congress. In 1902 he married 
Miss Constance Lodge, daughter of Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge. His first knowledge of the shortcomings of the 
American armed forces was gained when he became a 
captain in the Massachusetts National Guard, and later, 
during the Spanish-American War, when he served as 
assistant adjutant general on the staff of Major Gen, 
James H. Wilson, U.S.V. Brig. Gen. John L. Hayden, 
at present commanding the 3ist Division of National 
Guard at Macon, Ga., in general orders relative to the 
death of Major Gardner, said: “It is with genuine gor- 
row that the commanding general announces the death of 
Major Augustus P. Gardner, 121st Infantry, which oe 
curred at Camp Wheeler today. The whole country knew 
him as the leading exponent in Congress of the cause of 
preparedness. The Dixie Division, which he named, knew 
him as a faithful and sympathetic friend and as a deeply 
patriotic, unselfish, duty-loving and hard-working officer, 
He gave his life for his country just as truly as though 
he had been killed going ‘over the top,’ ‘over there.’ To 
the members o fhis family is extended the heartfelt sym- 
pathy of each and every *member of the Dixie Division.” 


The death is announced on Jan. 9, 1918, of Major Al- 
van S. Galbraith, adjutant of the Central Branch, Na- 
tional Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, Dayton, 
Ohio. He served as an enlisted man and officer in the 
Ohio Volunteers during the Civil War, taking part in 
many battles. He was severely wounded, and was award- 
ed the brevet rank of captain for gallant and meritorious 
service in battle. He entered the Regular service as sec 
ond lieutenant, 18th Infantry, May 11, 1866, and resigned 
Dec. 18, 1873, while holding the rank of first lieutenant. 
Col. W. J. White, Governor of the home, in general or- 
ders, says in part: “Major Galbraith, in point of con 
tinuous service, is the dean of this home, and of all the 
homes for disabled volunteer soldiers. His military his 
tory was conspicuously brilliant, showing him to have 
been a brave soldier, a gallant officer and a courteous 
gentleman. Modest, retiring, unassuming unostentations 
in his personal demeanor, he was yet rigid in discipline, 
exacting in courtesy, and punctilious in observances. He 
passes from services well done to a rest well earned. His 
life of patient toil, self-sacrifice and devotion to duty will 
be a sweet memory to his surviving friends and bereaved 
comrades. Major Galbraith was a member of Perry 
Lodge, No. 185, F. & A. M., as well as of the Loyal 
Legion and the G.A.R. He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Myra Fonda Galbraith, who was a loving wife and 
To this union one child, 
Stuart, was born, who died in infancy.” 

Referring to the death of Capt. Thomas William Fitch, 
jr., 324th Infantry, Dec. 22, 1917, at New York city, 
where he had gone to undergo an operation from which 
he never recovered, Col. G. W. Moses, 324th Infantry, in 
G.O. 9, dated Camp Jackson, 8.C., Dec. 23, 1917, says: 
“His military service was as follows: Captain, Infantry 
section, O.R.C., Nov. 8, 1916; assigned to 324th Infantry, 
81st Division, Camp Jackson, Cvlumbia, 8.C., Aug. 31, 
1917 ; regimental adjutant, Sept. 15, 1917. A more than 
usually successful business man, he has devoted almost 
his entire time since the beginning of the world war te 
patriotic endeavors. He had the imagination which fore 
saw the entrance of this nation into that struggle and 
devoted his time and influence toward urging prepara 
tion for that event. A leader in the business world, he 
made the personal sacrifice to accept a comparatively 
subordinate position in the armed forces of the. United 
States, thus proving that his patriotic devotion extended 
to a willingness to make any personal sacrifice in behalf 
of the principles of which he was the persistent exponent. 
The regiment has lost one of its most devoted and efi- 
cient officers, one who had but recently been recommend 
for promotion because of excellent ability, but our sor 
row is tempered by the knowledge that to one who sactt 
ficed all for duty the welcome words, ‘Well done, & 
and faithful servant’ await him, far removed from the 
trials and tribulations of this battle-scarred world. The 
heartfelt sympathy of the entire regiment is extended t0 
his bereaved family and loved ones.” 


Word has just been received in New York city of the 
death in Rensselaer, N.Y., the latter part of December 
last of Sergt. Anthony B. Van Heusen, formerly of the 
12th Infantry, N.G.N.Y., of international fame as a mili- 
tary rifle ‘shot. Many of those who shot at the famous 
creedmoor, N.Y., and Sea Girt. N.J., rifle ranges int 
old days will remember Van Heusen. He served in 
Civil War in the 177th N.Y. Volunteers and after i 
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war he joined the 10th N.G.N.Y. at Albany. In 1875 he 
joined Co. B, 12th N.G.N.Y. Sergeant Van Heusen has 
been a member of famous international, interstate, state 
and regimental rifle teams, and has won numerous cups 
and medals in individual military rifle shooting contests. 
At seventy years of age he shot on a rifle team in the 
annual’ shooting tournament at Sea Girt. He was a 
member of the international rifle team which shot a match 
against British riflemen in England in 1883. In this 
match the Americans were defeated. A very beautiful 
solid silver cup was put up for competition among the 
members of the American team, the distances being 2 
500, 600, 800, 900 and 1,000 yards. It was known as the 
Koosh Cup, and Van Heusen won it. The cup was held 
by the New York Custom House officials, however, for 
a high duty, more than Van Heusen could afford to pay. 
Appeal was made to Washington without avail, and after 
the cup was held in the Custom House for a year or more, 
the late Lieut. D. Sidney Appleton, a cousin of Gen. 
Daniel Appleton, formerly of the 7th Regiment, gener- 
ously paid the duty for the cup himself. Van Heusen 
was the only enlisted man in the state who has won the 
state bar for marksmanship each year since the decora- 
tion was adopted back in 1875. He had over thirty-five 
years of qualifications to his credit and the string of 
bars he won reached from his shoulder to his waist. He 
was a modest upright and kindly man, and one of the 
oldest of the few surviving Creedmor shots, and his death 
at seventy-six years of age will be mourned by many. 

The funeral service of Capt. Daniel H. Kane, Q.M.R.C., 
was held in St. Gabriel’s Church, Marion, Mass., Jan. 10, 
1918. Four officers from Boston acted as honorary bear- 
ers and the Marion members of Company D, Massachu- 
setts State Guard, acted as escort. The service was con- 
ducted by Rev. W. W. Love, assisted by Rev. Mr. Hughes. 
A detail of the State Guard acted as pall bearers. The 
remains were interred in the family lot at Evergreen 
Cemetery with military honors. Captain Kane, who has 
been ill for several weeks, died in Washington. Upon the 
outbreak of the war, he was assigned to duty in Boston. 
He was also a member of the shipping board for the Bos- 
ton district, and in all his work proved a faithful and 
eficient official. His father was the late Capt. Theodore 
F. Kane, U.S.N. He leaves a widow, one daughter and 
three sons. One of the sons is an ensign in the Navy. 

First Lieut. Walter Foulke, 8.O.R.C,, of Kelly Field, 
South Antonio, Texas, and well-known as captain of 
Princeton’s football team of 1905, died Jan. 8, 1918, at 
the base hospital, Fort Sam Houston, Texas, following an 
attack of pneumonia. Mrs. Foulke and two of their 
three children have been in San Antonio with Lieutenant 
Foulke. Lieutenant Foulke entered the Aviation Section 
or the Signal Officers’ Reserve Corps shortly after the 
declaration of war. He was first placed in command 
of the 61st Aero Squadron and later made assistant adju- 
tant of the first training brigade. He was thirty-five 
years old. He became ill while at the Menger Hotel, 
where his family has been staying, and was taken from 
there to the base hospital. The remains were taken to 
Philadelphia, Pa., for burial.

Hogarty, U.S.A., retired, died at her home in National 
City, Cal., on Jan. 8, 1918.

As a part of the War Insurance campaign now going 
on in the Services The Adjutant General has sent to all 
division commanders a telegram containing this clause: 
“Before Jan. 25 company commanders will require all 
officers and men of their organizations, who have not 


applied for insurance, to sign the following statement: 
‘I have had explained to me and understand fully the 
Government insurance law; furthermore, I know that 
my right to apply for Government insurance will expire 
on Feb. 12, 1918, or 120 days from the date of my en- 
listment, if that date was later than Oct. 15, 1917. With 
full knowledge of my rights and privileges under the law 
I choose to make no application for Government insur- 
ance.’ The statement will be read carefully to every 
man who signs. Same will be forwarded to the Division 
Insurance Officer, bearing name of organization from 
which it comes, not later than Jan. 25.” The attention

of organization commanders is called to the fact that 


men discharged from service for any cause are not com 
pelled to discontinue their War-Risk- Insurance. It is 
the duty of organization commanders to advise such men 


that the insurance may be kept up and that payment of 
monthly premiums may be made direct to Bureau War- 
Risk Insurance, Treasury Department, Washington, D.C.

The Council of National Defense, State Councils See 
tion, has sent the following letter to all State councils: 
“We inclose copy of a resolution by which the Council 
of National Defense asks the public to discontinue send- 
ing food to the camps. In the interest of food conserva- 
tion and health you will appreciate the importance of 
giving wide publicity to this message in your State. The 
waste referred to can be checked only by getting each 
soldier’s family and friends to realize that they indi 
vidually are the persons asked to stop. The Council of 
National Defense desires to inform the people of the 
country that abundant food is supplied to the soldiers 
and sailors in the camps and cantonments, and that the 
sending of food to these men by their friends and famr 
iles is not in any respect necessary; that the aggregate 
quantity of food thus privately sent is enormous; aud 
that much of it having been conveyed long distances 
heated express or mail cars is more or less spoiled and 
consequently injurious to the health of the men. There 
fore, in the interest to the conservation of food and also 
the health of the men the Council of Nationa] Defense 
requests the public to discontinue the sending of food- 
stuffs to the camps.”

ARMY ITEMS. 

Brig. Gen. C. McK. Saltzman, Assistant Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army, is in Portland, Ore., with a com- 
mittee of expert lumbermen to confer with a lumber as- 
sociation on the problem of supplying spruce for air- 
plane frames.

A quantity of Army supplies was destroyed, the Quar- 
termaster warehouse ruined and several other buildings 
damaged by a fire on Jan. 14 at the Washington (D.C.) 
Barracks, occupied by Engineer troops. Impetus was 
given the flames by the explosion of a quantity of gaso- 
lene stored in one part of the warehouse. After a hard 
fight of an hour and a half the fire was extinguished. 
An ordnance building containing a quantity of small 
arms ammunition was endangered, but soldiers moved 
what was stored there. Col. J. H. Earle, U.S.A., com- 
manding the barracks, said the fire was caused by for- 
bidden smoking by soldiers of a fatigue detail. Colonel 
Earle estimated the loss at $50,000. 

The third court-martial for enlisted men of the 24th 
U.S. Infantry charged with being implicated in the 
shoting up of Houston, Texas, last year, will soon be 
held. Major D. V. Sutphin, who was assistant judge 
advocate at the two previous trials, will be judge advo- 
cate at the next trial. 

The medical officers on duty at the base hospital, 
Camp Dodge, Des Moines, Iowa, gave a “house warm- 
ing’ on Jan. 3 to celebrate the completion of their new 
quarters.

The proceedings of a‘G.C.M. in the case of Cadet Ora 
I, Hunt, Third Class, U.S.M.A., of New York, who was 
dismissed after being found guilty of making a false 
official statement, were made public at the War Depart- 
ment on Jan. 14. The incident occurred last July when 
Cadet Hunt was called on to explain in writing why he 
was not firing his rifle in field training. In a written 
statement to Lieut. Col. Guy V. Henry, commandant of 
cadets, he said in part: “I was ip_a party sent down 
the road to obtain information about the enemy. We 
were discovered and I was designated to carry informa- 
tion back to the support. Thinking that the party would 
be hard pressed for ammunition I gave mine to a fourth 
class man present. Just before I left I asked him for a 
little ammunition. He gave me some, but it later proved 
to be empty shells instead of blank ammunition. When 
I discovered the fact it was too late to go back.” It was 
shown these statements were untrue. The court was 
held at West Point, Oct. 29, 1917. Cadet Thomas A. 
Oliphant, 4th class, has been dismissed for. theft, as 
noted in G.O. 158, Dee. 18, 1917, War Department, ap- 
pearing in this issue. 

More than 6,000 aeronautical mechanics have been 
made expert in the training school for enlisted mechanics 
at Kelly Field, South San Antonfo, Tex., since Oct. 1, 
1917, it was announced on Jan. 11. This school, accord- 
ing to the San Antonio Express; now has an enrollment 
of 1,100 men. Every two weeks 1,000 men are gradu- 
ated from the school and assigned to squadrons to take 
care of the airplanes. Capt. D. J. Neumuller, formerly 
commander of the school, has been transferred to a con- 
struction squadron. Major George E. Stratemeyer. is 
now in command of the school.. The mechanics’ school 
has been completely organized on a war basis and has 
three departments of instruction, They are: (a) 
partment of aeronautical instruction; (b) department 
of trades, and (c) department of motor instruction. 
Officers for instruction in “those branches are being 
chosen. Assisting Major Stratemeyer are 1st Lieut. W. 
C. Moore, as adjutant, and Lieut. John J. O'Rourke, 
supply officer.

Ex-President Theodore Roosevelt was elected honorary 
president of the American Defense Society on Jan. 16. At 
a luncheon given in New York city in honor of this event 
Lindley M. Garrison, former Secretary of War, was 
among those present, with Rear Admiral Bradley A. 
Fiske, U.S.N. In the course of a long speech he delivered 
at the luncheon, ex-President Roosevelt said: “Tell the 
truth and speed up the war. Don’t tell the truth for ma- 
licious purposes, don’t tell it wantonly, don’t tell it unless 
there is a constructive purpose behind it, but tell the 
truth to show what our shortcomings are. Make it evident 
how far short we are of getting our men arms, equipment 
and clothing, of dealing with the German spies on this 
side as they should be dealt with, of speeding up the war. 
Do it with the purpose of speeding up the war, and to 





make the slacker, the pro-German, the pacifist, the Ger- 
manized Socialist understand that we are in to fight this 
war through to the end until victory comes to the United 
States and to the cause of liberty and to the right of every 
well behaved nation to govern itself as it sees fit in this 
civilized world of ours!’ if

Secretary Baker has advised the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs that the War Department favors the 
discharge from draft liability of men who have passed the 
age of thirty-one since registering on June 5, 1917, with- 
out having been called to the colors. This is in line 
with the Department’s policy of comprising the National 
Army of citizens between the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty-one only. The opinion is held that those below 
twenty-one are too immature for service, while the in- 
clusion of those over thirty-one would materially inter- 
fere with the economic structure of the country.

Regarding woolen suits required for troops for over- 
seas duty the War Department has issued the following 
instructions to commanding generals of all divisions and 
to department commanders: “You are informed that in 
preparing troops for oversea duty, of the two suits of 
woolen uniforms required for the equipment of each sol- 
dier, one suit should be now the other serviceable, but 
not necessarily new.

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GREAT BRITAIN’S MAN POWER. 


Sir Auckland Geddes, Minister of National Service, 
made a long statement in the British House of Com- 
mons on Jar. 14 concerning Great Britain’s man power 
program that is of unusual interest to us since its impli- 
cation is that the scheme of raising additional recruits for 
the British expeditionary forces is tu provide the reserye 
force of the troops in the field until the United States 


gets a substantial force in France. The immediate prob- 
lem before Great Britain, he said, was to raise at home 
at once from 420,000 to 450,000 men from civil life as q 
minimum <nd that more might be necessary “during the 
coming year.” He added that the government had de- 


cided not to introduce conscription in Ireland for the 
present, nor change the military age limit in Great 
Britain and the colonies. The government could not give 
preferential treatment to any organization, the Minister 
said. Many young men in essential industries had acted 
as if they held-a privileged position, but they must share 
the burden with the others and be replaced by older men, 

This immediate program is the result of three possibili- 
ties for increasing the army wl‘ch had been considered by 


the British government. These, Sir Auckland said, were 
first, lowering of the military age. While the Germans 
were taking boys of seventeen, lowering the age below 
eighteen was contrary to natural instincts and economi- 
cally unsound, and the fighting value of the average 
youth of eighteen was not commensuraté with his value 
in civil life. Second, raising the age limit. Economi 
cally this was less objectionable. Although Austria-Hun- 
gary had raised the age to fifty-five years, the British 
limit was practically forty-three. The fighting value an? 
staying power of a man of forty-five are less than those 
of a man of twenty-five. The government felt strongly 
that it would be contrary to national interests to raise 
the age limit while there were notoriously large numbers 
of younger men fit for service. Third, compulsion for 
Ireland. The government had considered this vexed ques- 
tion carefully and was satisfied that the reasons which 
excluded Ireland from the first compulsion act had lost 
none of their potency. 

The government had determined, Sir Auckland asserted, 
to take a large number of young men engaged in essential 
industries and also to take steps to maintain the indus- 
tries after the young men were withdrawn. More than 
1,000,000 men were now exempted on occupational 
grounds. The government had divided the essential in- 
dustries, roughly, into three classes. From the first it 
would take no men; from the second about half of the 
fit men, and from the third class about one-third. 

As to what the British Empire has already done in the 
way of assembling man power for the carrying on of the 
war Sir Auckland Geddes stated that the naval person- 
nel had expanded during the war from 150,000 to 400,000, 
The army to-day had more than 4,000,000 men on the 
rolls. The combined air service had increased from 
2,000 to 125,000. The total enrolment in the British 
armed forces had been 7,500,000. England had con- 
tributed 4,530,000, Scotland 620,000, Wales 280,000, Ire- 
land 170,000, the dominions and colonies 900,000. The 
remaining 1,000,000, composed of native fighting. troops, 
labor corps, carriers, and similar/workers, were from 
India, Africa, and other dependencies. These figures 
show that, excluding Ireland, the United Kingdom has 
given about thirteen per cent. of her population to the 
army and navy, which all military students will admit 
is a very high proportion. 

Sir Auckland declared that the man power problem 
was the central problem of the war and that while at 
the moment the supply of men for the army was not the 
most anxious problem, the government was taking steps 
against the time when it will be, a time which, he be- 
lieved, was not far distant. Yet as a reassurance he said: 
“The plain facts do not support the statement that the 
armies are melting for lack of recruits and that recruit- 
ing has broken down. The government has examined in 
detail the position of the Allies, and the results are not 
unsatisfactory. Excluding Russia and Rumania, the 
Allies have a substantial superiority in fighting and 
ration strength over the Central Powers. From a sta- 
tistical standpoint the strength of the enemy gives no 
cause for anxiety. 

This led him to a summary of the man power in the 
field. He said: “The withdrawal of Russia means that 
no less than 1,600,000 men (Germans and Austrians) will 
be made available on the western front. Notwithstanding 
Russia’s defection, the resources of the Allies and 
America are sufficient to assure victory, and nothing but 
a psychological catastrophe can save the Central Powers. 
Every day the hitting force of Britain becomes of greater 
importance to the alliance. Russia no longer strikes for 
freedom. France has poured forth her strength in the 
struggle and cannot. sustain the full burden indefinitely. 
America is not yet in the field, and months must elapse 
before she can advance with full stride. Italy has suf- 
fered grave misfortunes. On Britain and the skill with 
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which sbe handles her man power in the months to come 
severything depends.” 

Although it is not styled so this 450,000 men may be 
considered as Britain's “class of 1918” for it does not 
seem clear from Sir Auckland Geddes’s statement that this 
pew force is to be raised in addition to the half-million 
men which the British government announced some time 
ago it was to select (“comb out’? was the term used) 
out of her industries, these being the youths coming of 
draft age in 1918. Granting, however, that it is Great 
Britain’s intention to carry out both these plans it will 
put at least 900,000 men in the services and probably a 
million. This will equal in numbers our annual “com- 
ing of age” class which is estimated at 700,000, and the 
300,000. which about of the French 
“classes.”

ARMY NOTES. 


Promotion of Temporary Lieutenants. 





The Secretary of War has directed that all temporary 
second lieutenants now serving in the Regular Army be 
eligible to promotion to the grade of first lieutenant in 
the National Army upon the recommendation of their 
divisional commander. Those not so promoted may be 
retained in their present grade or in event of their unsuit- 
ability may be discharged from their present rank. This 
order applies to a large number—15,000 to 18,000— 
former non-commissioned officers of the Regular Army 
appointed during the past summer to serve as temporary 
second lieutenants pending the qualification of a sufficient 
number of provisional lieutenants. The Secretary’s order 
fixes the disposition of these officers whose places have 
gradually been taken by the incoming provisional officers. 

Embarkation Service Part of Q.M. Corps. 

In carrying out its plans for the further consolidation 
of the supply department of the Army a general order 
has been issued announcing the absorption of the Army 
Embarkation Service by the Quartermaster Corps with 
Major General acting chief. Brig. Gen. 
Chauncey Baker, at present chief of the Embarkation 
Service, is to continue in that position under General 
Goethals.

Coast Artillery Regiments. 

It is not the intention of the War Department to re- 
organize the entire Coast Artillery Corps into regiments, 
although some regiments have been formed. The regi- 
ments formed will also have depot battalions and men 
from the National Army are to be sent to them for train- 
ing in the special work of heavy artillery. 

Col. Elmore F. Austin, 8th Coast Defense Command, 
N.G.U.S., has been assigned to command the newly or- 
ganized 57th Coast Artillery Regiment. The names of 
the other officers detailed to this command appear in 
special orders of the War Department, which appear 
under our Army head in this issue. 

Col. Alston Hamilton, Coast Art., U.S.A., has been 
assigned: to command the 58th Regiment of Coast Ar- 
tillery, with headquarters at Fort Totten, N.Y. 

Col. William F. Stewart, Coast Art., U.S.A., who has 
been on duty at Charleston, 8.C., has been assigned to 
command the 61st Regiment of Coast Artillery. The 
names of the other officers detailed to this regiment ap- 
pear under our late Army orders in this issue. 

Army Allotments Paid. 

The Army Pay Division, Col. Herbert M. Long states, 
has mailed out all the checks due Feb. 1 in settlement of 
the Army allotments, under the old Army system, prior 
to Dec. 15 last. In rushing these payments through 
ahead of time the pay division was able to render as- 
sistance to the families of men sent abroad, who other- 
wise might have suffered considerable delay in remitting 
from their new stations. 

Aviation Camp at Waco. 

The Depot Brigade camp site at Camp MacArthur, 
Waco, Tex., which the War Department recently ap- 
proved for use by the Aviation Section of the Signal 
Corps, with some additional land adjacent to it, can ac- 
commodate 16,000 men. Squadrons will be organized 
at Camp Kelly, San Antonio, Tex., and sent to Camp 
MacArthur to await transportation to aviation schools 
or overseas. The necessity for this camp was due to the 
large number of Aviation troops at Camp Kelly and re- 
eruit depots. Camp Kelly, which was built for 15,000 
troops, has been accommodating approximately 36,000 
men. 

Desertion and Absence without Leave. 

The War Department will soon issue general orders 
relative to desertion and absence without leave, which 
will say: “As the gravity of the offense of desertion 
and the difference between desertion and absence with- 
out leave have not been sufficiently impressed upon the 
enlisted men of the Army, commanding officers of all 
commands will take the’ necessary steps to explain and 
impress more thoroughly these matters upon all men in 
the Service and those to be drafted or enlisted in the 
future.” 

Powder Plant Near Nashville. 


A Government powder plant to cost $60,000,000 and 
to employ about 15,000 men will be established by the 
War Department near Najhyille, Tenn; Major Gen. 


William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, has announced the 
selection of a site at Hadley’s Bend on the Cumberland 
river, about twelve miles from Nashville. Construction 
will be started at once, General Crozier said, and the 
plant will be put on a producing basis at the earliest 
possible moment. Workers have been ordered to Nash- 
ville. Daniel C. Jackling, of San Francisco, named at 
the time as general director of the project, will take 
charge of construction of the plant. 
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MOTION PICTURES FOR ARMY TRAINING. 


The present war has demonstrated that training must 
be thorough if success is to be expected. Heretofore great 
emphasis has been laid on the tactical training of organ- 
izations. Now each soldier must be a specialist and at 
the same time he must have a general knowledge of the 
duties of other specialists in his company, troop or bat- 
tery. The expansion of the Army has introduced a large 
number of leaders who need to know something about the 
duties of the other specialists. As in general they are 
working to the limit of endurance and as time is a vital 
factor, it is necessary to devise some method to give them 
an idea of what is being accomplished in the other 
branches of the Service.» The majority of these Reserve 
officers now assembled in large camps are often called 
upon to instruct on subjects new to them. They study 
the regulations, but often differ among themselves in 
their interpretations of them. It is therefore necessary 
that a method be devised by which instruction can be 
standardized. 

The Training Committee of the Army War College has 
decided to use motion pictures as an aid in, and to stand- 
ardize, the instruction of the Army. The Commandirg 
General of each, cantonment has been supplied with one 
reel on each of the following subjects: 1, Courtesy and 
Discipline; 2, Bombing; 3, How to Shoot; 4, Physical 
Drill; 5, Manual of Arms; 6, Bayonet Fighting; 7, Pistol 
Shooting ; 8, School of Squad; 9, School of the Company ; 
10, Gas and Gas Masks; 11, Arm Signals for Infantry. 

These pictures were taken at West Poi:t, N.Y. Reports 
from the various cantonments upon their instructive value 
verify the judgment of the Training Committee, Army 
War College. Most of the Division Commanders already 
realize the assistance of this method and are fully availing 
themselves of every opportunity to use these pictures. 

The experimental stage having been successfully passed, 
other reels are soon to be prepared at the Infantry and 
Artillery Schools at Fort Sill, Okla. ‘These pictures will 
be included in the Schedules of Instructions. It is sin- 
cerely hoped that they will standardize the instruction 
at the various cantonments with that of the Service 
Schools. One staff officer at each camp is usually de- 
tailed to conduct all exhibitions of these pictures. He 
becomes so thoroughly familiar with them that he can 
call attention to the meat and pith of each picture. In 
order to maintain interest, it has been found from expe- 
rience desirable to show three reels during a performance; 
two on military subjects and one not essentially military 
but purely educational, or classified as comedy or tragedy. 
The tentative program outlining the subjects to be cov- 
ered and where the pictures are to be taken is as follows:

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ARMY DENTAL CORPS GROWS. 

From approximately seyenty-five dental officers in the 
Army Medical Department, the Dental Corps of the Regu- 
lar Army has grown since the entry of the United States 
into the war into a corps that will soon number over 
200 officers. There was no Dental Officers’ Reserve 
Corps prior to April, 1917; and the one created since 
that time has enrolled over 5,000 officers. Promotions 
have been awarded to all of the original seventy-five, so 
that none of them now holds a commission below the rank 
of major. Of the first fourteen on the Army Register 
of 1916, two, Lauderdale and Voorhies, have retired; and 
the other twelve down to and including Bernheim have 
been appointed colonels. The next twenty, down to and 
including Dayton, have been appointed lieutenant colo- 
nels, and the remainder are now majors. In all, includ- 
ing some added to the original seventy-five, there are 
now sixty-five majors in the present corps. The re- 
mainder of the 200 dental officers in the Dental Corps 
will be eligible to promotion to the grade of major upon 
their completing a year’s service in the corps, succeeding 
to vacancies by seniority. 

The War Department departed somewhat from its usual 
procedure in bestowing these commissions. The Adju- 
tant General notified each of the selected officers that he 
had been designated for prometion to the particular

grade and that he was at once to assume. the duties pf 
his new rank, the commission to follow to the officer 


upon his completing a’ satisfactory examination. The 
following officers have been appointed on the board to 
examine the officers for their promotion: Brig. Gen. W. 
H. Arthur, M.C.; Col. Julien R. Bernheim, and Col. 
John R. Ames, both of the Dental Corps. 

The highest rank now open to the officers in the Dental 
Officers’ Reserve Corps is that of first lieutenant; but 
it is said to be probable that in the near future, when 
they will have been longer in the Service, higher rank 
will be open to them. It is understood that no legisla- 
tion for authority to take such a course will be necessary. 
The officers. of the Reserve Corps are not eligible as such 
to the Dental Corps of the Regular Army, but there is 
nothing to prevent their entry into it through the usual 
channels. 

Boards for the examination of officers of the Dental 
Corps of the Army for promotion have been ordered to 
meet at Washington, D.C.; Fort Sam Houston, Tex.; 
St. Louis, Mo., and San Francisco, Cal. Two colonels, 
seven captains and six first lieutenants were ordered up 
for promotion on Jan. 8. Some of the officers ordered 
up for promotion are subsequently appointed members 
of examining boards, as shown in the special orders 
from the War Department we publish in this issue.

“THE ESSENTIAL NEED OF DISCIPLINE.” 

Army discipline is not only one of the most necessary 
essentials of the military code, but also one of the sim- 
plest. It is the beginning of the greatest effectiveness in 
combat, for without discipline we do not have armies 
but only disorderly throngs of men in uniform. Military 
men and military historians have been endeavoring to 
explain the imperative need of discipline for soldiers and 
sailors to civilians for centuries but with little success in 
comparison with the effort involved and the light that 
should come from tragic incidents in the history of war 
resulting from a lack of discipline in armed, forces. Some 
of our Members of Congress are particularly ignorant of 
the real purpose of military discipline and regard its out- 
ward forms and observances only as the external evidence 
of social distinctions between officers and men. That.no 
real soldier, whether he be general or private, ever thinks 
of such a thing, is something civilian opponents of mili- 
tary discipline simply cannot understand. 

Our representatives in Congress and all civilians who 
are given to sporadic outbreaks of attacks on Army dis- 
cipline would be the better informed if they would read 
the letter on “The Essential Need of Discipline” printed 
on page 764 of this issue of the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL. The “Captain of Infantry” who so signs the letter 
points out the dangers of the civilian ideal of ‘a demo- 
cratic army” with the precision of a great diagnostician. 
Our correspondent’s allusion to the lack of discipline in 
the Canadian army in the beginning of the war has been 
borne out by recent history. ‘Thet our Army needs dis- 
cipline is shown by the length of time it has taken to 
fit our troops abroad for actual fighting. And again, 
everyone must feel that it is the sight and study of the 
superb French and British fighting machines along the 
western front which has so deeply impressed all our 
general officers who have been abroad with the lack of 
distipline among our forces at home. That is the logic 
of the reorganization of units, the. establishment of 
brigade schools, the weeding out of officers who are either 
indifferent to or ignorant of a plain realization of the 
task before them. It is not too late for both members 
of Congress and civilian opponents of military discipline 
to come to a realization of this fact: Unless our Army 
is a well disciplined fighting machine Congressmen and 
Socialists may yet witness the spectacle of an enemy 
army that is disciplined marching up the streets of our 
“Atlantic ports.”

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It is learned that the lack of an ‘adequate supply of 
lubricating oils for airplane engines is causing the Signal 
Corps experts no little anxiety in their work in connec- 
tion with the Liberty motor. The excessive speed at 
which this engine is driven renders it impracticable to 
use any of the commercial oils satisfactorily, and the only 
lubricator which gives entire satisfaction is castor oil. 
There not being in the country anything like a sufficient 
castor oil the War Department has requested the Depart- 
ment of Argiculture to obtain the assistance of farmers in 
the Mississippi valley to arrange to increase their crops 
of castor oil beans. It is hoped that at least 10,000 acres 
will be devoted this year to the castor oil bean. In the 
meantime, however, Department experts are working with 
the Bureau of Standards in an attempt to find some other 
lubricant. 











There will be no naval base established at present at 
Port Arthur, Texas. It will be recalled that. the Helm 
Board in its last report recommended that Port Arthur 
be included in the list of stations for future naval de- 
velopment, but Secretary Danielaghas decided that the 
need ofa base at that point is net sufficiently pressing to 
warrant the setting aside of the necessary labor and ma- 
terials at this time. The importance of Port Arthur 
grows out of the fact that it commands the oil fields of 
Mexico and gulf ports.

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THE, SENATE WAR INQUIRY. 
Secretary Baker's Testimony Continued. 

Secretary Baker had another long session on Jan. 11 
with the Senate Committee on Military Affairs that is 
conducting af inquiry into our war preparations. From 
the beginning to the end of Mr. Baker’s story in the 
committee room the Senators constantly plied him with 
questions of a critical nature and the spirit of opposi- 
tion to his: viewpoint as to the success of the War De- 
partment’s work of war preparations was marked. 
Nearly every member of the committee challenged Mr. 
Baker’s characterization of the work of supplying ord- 
nance and clothing to the Army as adequate. 

Asked if he did not think the supply work could be 
better handled by a Department of Munitions, as con- 
templated in the Chamberlain bill, now before the Sen- 
ate, Secretary Baker replied: “Decidedly not. I do not 
see that any change is necessary.”” Mr. Baker advised 
that any change in the method now ought to be gradual 
and built up upon the experience of the last nine 
months. 

Senator Chamberlain alluded to Mr. Baker's state- 
ments that the Army had been adequately supplied with 
munitions and clothing, saying that the Secretary's testi- 
mony was calculated to mislead the country. “I don’t 
want to cavil,” said Senator Chamberlain, “but I feel 
that your statements before this committee have given 
a false impression. ‘You have told us that the Army is 
fully equipped. Now, the evidence before this committec 
runs te the contrary. We have the word cf many wit- 
nesses of shortage in clothing and munitions. As against 
this you tell us that the Army has been adequately 
equipped. You must know that your statements are cal- 
culated to lull the country into a false sense of security.” 

“The country is entitled to feel secure,” replied Mr. 
Baker. 

“The country is entitled to know the facts,” returned 
Senator Chamberlain, impatiently. “That's all this com- 
mittee wants, too.” 

Mr. Baker remarked that for a camp commander to 
tell of shortage in his command was a serious matter 
and one to be investigated. “My information is that 
ninety-five per cent of the men in all the camps are fully 
equipped with uniforms,” said the Secretary. “Recruits 
are coming in every day and they have to be provided 
with uniforms. That may make a slight shortage, but 
it’s only temporary.” 

Senator Hitchcock agreed with Senator Chamberlain 
that Mr.-Baker had given the impression that the Army 
was fully equipped, while it was “apparent that appre- 
ciable shortage exists.” “You have given ‘he impression 
that everything is lovely,’ continued Senator Hitchcock. 
“The country is led to believe exactly the opposite of 
the true situation; it thinks things are right and that 
nothing is lacking in Army equipment.” 

“To the contrary, I want to give facts as they are,” 
replied the Secretary. “A shortage of overcoats and 
other clothing did exist. But the figures you have rep- 
resent the climax of that shortage. We have caught up 
as fast as we could, and, while things are not yet per- 
fect, the country is entitled to know that there is noth- 
ing to worry over.” ‘Then he quoted figures to show 
that the Quartermaster General’s department had sup- 
plied 2,221,000 overcoats up to Dec. 27, and that this 
more than met the demands of the Army. “The distri- 
bution trouble was due to a mass of priority orders on 
the railroads,” continued the Secretary. “Shifting of 
troops from one camp to another caused a tangle in get- 
ting supplies to the men. But we've straightened that 
out now.” 

Senator Chamberlain suggested that much evidence 
before the committee had indicated that officers in charge 
of the purchasing work of the Army were not expert in 
industrial matters, and he doubted if they could be re- 
lied upon adequately to pass upon supply contracts. 

“We have tried all along to get experienced men in our 
Ordnance and Quartermaster General departments,” re- 
plied Mr. Baker. “I feel that the officers we had in 
command of those departments were equipped to handle 
the work, for they had been in charge of it for years.” 
The Secretary explained that both General Crozier and 
General Sharpe had had experience in manufacturing 
work, both having been connected with Government arse- 
nals before the war. 

Senator Wadsworth brought out that, under the sys- 
tem of supply purchasing now in vogue in the War De- 
partment, five major generals, each in charge of a sep- 
arate division, were under authority of a brigadier gen- 
eral, who had the power of veto over his superiors in 
rank. “Don’t you think that is a wrong system?’ de- 
manded the New York Senator. 

“IT see nothing embarrassing about it,” replied the 
Secretary. 

“How can an inferior officer correlate the work of five 
superiors working under him?’ pursued Senator Wads- 
worth. 

“Well, we can make him a major general and be done 
with it,” replied the Secretary. 

“Why don’t you adopt the British system, which puts 
the purchasing power into one control?’ asked Senator 
Wadsworth. 

“It is under one control,” insisted Mr. Baker. “I am 
the Secretary of War, and it’s.under my control.” 

Senator Weeks asked if. Secretary Baker was satis- 
fied with the work done by Generals Crozier and Sharpe 
in equipping the Army. 

“Yes, I’m satisfied that under the circumstances they 
did all they could,” he replied. 

Senator McKellar asked why the War Department 
had adopted an entirely different method from the Navy 
in dividing purchasing authority. 

“Our method is not different,” insisted the Secretary. 

“The Navy has Admiral McGowan in complete control 
of the Navy’s purchases,” Senator McKellar went on. 

“He has subordinates in charge of different phases of 
the purchases, as we have,” interrupted the Secretary. 

“But they are experts,” replied Senator McKellar. 

“And so are ours,” remarked the Secretary. 

Senator Weeks alluded to the delay in getting machine 
guns to the camps, and asked why 1,200 Lewis guns were 
still held in storagg The Secretary promised that they 
would be distributed at once. “Well, there has been a de- 
lay of more than a month now,” commented Senator 
Weeks. “That appears to be the trouble all along the 
line—too much delay. Things that ought to have been 
done months ago are still undone, when every day counts.” 

Following the open session Mr. Baker was questioned 
behind closed doors for nearly twa hours regarding sup- 
plies for the Army overseas and other confidential mat- 
ters. During the session Chairman Chamberlain took oc- 


easion to ask why in his annual report Mr. Baker had 


disapproved the Senator's bill for universal military 
training. The Secretary replied that his principal objec- 
tion was that sufficient officers could not be spared from 
service to take charge of the training. He also expressed 


the belief that decision on a definite military policy for 
the nation should be deferred until the end of the war, 
when the world would face very changed conditions. 

Daniel Willard and Bernard Baruch, of the War In- 
dustries Board, appeared before the committee on Jan. 
14, the general sum of their testimony being that they ad- 
vised one administrator of all war supplies, including the 
purchase and distribution of those for the Army, Navy, 
shipbuilding and the Allies. Mr. Willard said that the 
War Department as it had been reorganized was infinitely 
better than it was six months ago. Walter 8S. Gifford, 
direetor of the advisory board of the Council of National 
Defense, appeared before the committee on the following 
day, the general tenor of his testimony being the same as 
that given by Mr. Willard and Mr. Baruch. He said: 
“The fault with Secretary Baker’s plan is that in provid- 
ing for centralization of the powers of the directorship 
it — give anyone the powers. It could not be made 
to work.”

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THE NAVY INVESTIGATION. 
Good Work of Navy Ordnance Bureau. 

Following the appearance on Jan. 12 of Rear Admiral 
Ralph Earle, Chief of Ordnance of the Navy, and Comdr. 
Thomas A. Kearney, assistant in the bureau, before the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs that is investigating 
the condition of the Navy, Representative Oliver made 
public a long statement on the following day of what had 
been learned frum the two Navy officers of the work 
done by the Ordnance Bureau previous to and since the 
beginning of the war. In addition to stating the facts 
directly Mr. Oliver indulged himself, for the committee, 
in such appreciative comments as this: 

“The Bureau of Ordnance had for years been preparing 
for war. Guns, mounts, shells, powder and ordnance 
equipment in large quantities had been manufactured and 
held in readiness for eventual use. With the declaration 
of armed neutrality, guns and ammunition were promptly 
placed on the merchant ships of the United States. Upon 
the declaration of war, telegrams long held in readiness 
were put on the wire and the wheels were in motion— 
without a jar the machinery took up the load placed 
upon it.” And he added that the organization of the 
Ordnance Bureau of the Navy Department was so efii- 
cient, that even though naval expenditures for ordnance 
have increased from about $31,000,000 to $560,000,000 
the bureau has been able to avoid red tape and conduct 
the business with dispatch. In spite of the enormous 
pressure of business on the bureau, Mr. Oliver said the 
committee found that in additien to the greatly increased 
demand for ordnance material of standard types the bu- 
reau had found time to develop such new material as large 
depth charges, new submarine bombs, non-ricochet shells, 
guns for throwing depth charges, smoke screen apparatus, 
heavier ordnance on aircraft and many other important 
designs which cannot be disclosed. 

Shortage of supplies was met by the bureau through 
the development of other sources of supply. “It placed 
contracts rapidly,” Mr. Oliver declared, “and the com- 
mittee is confident that the Navy’s needs for ordnance 
during this war are fully covered by existing contracts 
and with the capacity now under its control.” More 
than 1,100 vessels have been furnished and . equipped 
with guns, ammunition, spare parts and the like since 
the Campana, the first ship to be so equipped, received 
these protections on March 14 last. In addition to this 
the bureau furnished quantities of guns and ammuni- 
tion ranging from the smallest to the largest calibers to 
England, France and Italy for their naval vessels and 
merchantmen as well. This supply is still continuing the 
statement added. 

The Naval Ordnance Bureau foresaw the machine 
gun demand as soon as the United States declared war, 
Mr. Oliver said, and wisely conducted a test of the Lewis 
gun early in April, 1917, with a view to determining its 
serviceability when using the U.S. small-arms ammunition 
and as a result of this test placed an order for the manu- 
facture of several thousands of these guns. Each com- 
pany of marines leaving for European service, Mr. Oli- 
ver declared, has been provided with its proper quota’ of 
machine guns, the second detachment being entirely out- 
fitted with the Lewis machine gun, and recent reports 
aon the war zone indicate that this gun is giving satis- 

ion. 


Submarine Attacks on Our Merchantmen. 


Mr. Oliver said submarine attacks on American ves- 
sels have been rarely successful. “The committee,” he 
stated, “was supplied with full information of how many 
attacks of submarines upon armed merchantmen had 
been warded off by the ships’ gun crews using the battery 
with bravery and skill, and was given the details of cer- 
tain engagements of special interest. The arming of 
merchantmen and the use of other devices, including 
sailing in convoys, while doing much to keep down our 
percentage of losses are not all that can be desired as a 
check to the-submarine menace. The committee was fur- 
nished with the names, tonnage and armament of all 
vessels under the American flag engaged in transatlantic 
trade, together with dates and incidents of all encounters 
with submarines. 

“The record of attacks on our armed merchantmen 
shows a comparatively small percentage were success- 
ful, and that the chances of escape when a submarine is 
sighted before she has time to fire a torpedo are very 
high, due to the efficiency of the Navy personnel. The 
unseen torpedo is responsible for eighty per cent. of the 
sinkings. The bureau, so far as it could be learned, has 
fully satisfied the demands made upon it by the vessels 
operating in European waters. A letter from Vice Ad- 
miral Sims compliments the work and spirit of the Ord- 
nance Bureau. Other officers in the war zone writ- 
ing in similar vein have given like testimony. 

“The committee made special inquiry as to the damage 
done to torpedoes at the Bliss works. It ascertained that 
no torpedoes or damaged parts had found their way into 
service. This is the plant where Paul Charles Henning, a 
native German, was arrested for damaging torpedoes. 
Inquiry revealed the fact that practically all letters are 
answered on the day of their receipt. By a system of 
progress reports and follow-up methods provision exists to 
insure the actual delivery of material. he signing up of 
a contract marks but the beginning of action: the fol- 
low-up and thorough inspection systems and the policy of 
full co-operation with the manufacturer insure prompt 
delivery.’ 

Major General Commandoat Barnett Appears. 

Major Gen. Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., 
appeared before the committee on Jan. 14. General Bar- 
nett told the members that in spite of the fact that the 
Marine Corps has been expanded to about 300 per cent. 
of its former proportions it is completely equipped with 
everything needed. General Barnett said that an order wag 
placed for 20,000 pairs of shoes for the corps two days 
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before a state of war with Germany was declared ang — 
that ‘two days after diplomatic relations were broken ad 
with Germany he made «a personal inspection of the 


Lewis machine gun and placed ordérs for enough to equip 
the entire Marine Corps. 


In contrast with the disease in National Guard and 
National Army camps, General Barnett said that the 
general health of the Marine Corps, recruited to more 
than 30,000 men, is better than when the organi, ition 
was one of only a few thousand men. The cost of recruit. 
ing each man has dropped from $48.83 to $26.02, almost 
fifty per cent. less. 

., ne member of the committee asked General Barnett 
if he would favor the creation of a Munitions Depart. 
ment and the General unhesitatingly replied that he 
would be opposed to it if it-was to include the Marine 
Corps. “We have no dollar a year men connected with 
our supply system,” the General said. It was brought out 
that the Marine Corps is equivalent to about fiy, per 
cent. of the Army, and if it received supplies of all sorts 
through one body, getting its five per cent. pro rata the 
Marine Corps would to-day be in very poor shape. Brig, 
Gen. Charles L. McCawley and Col. Charles G Long, 
U.S.M.C., also gave testimony as to the equipment of 


the Marine Corps. 
Admiral Griffin and Constructor Taylor. 
Rear Admiral Robert S. Griffin and Chief Constr, 


David W. Taylor, U.S.N., appeared before the committee 
on Jan. 15 and gave information as to how their respem 
tive bureaus, Steam Engineering and Construction and 


Repair, aided in preparing the Navy for war. Both 
officers told how they began contracting for adequate sup. 
plies a month before Congress passed the war resoly 
tion and that there is on hand all material that may he 
needed in repairing warships. As a result of the testi. 
mony of these officers, which was in executive session 
Chairman Oliver issued another statement on Jan. 1§ 
giving a general summary of the information supplied by 
Admiral Griffin and Chief Constructor Taylor. Mr. Olis 
ver reported that “there are now 424 naval vessels, in 
addition to submarine chasers, under construction op 
contract. Between 700 and 800 passenger and freight 
vessels, yachts, tugs, fishing boats, etc., have been taken 
over and converted to naval uses since the war began, 
These figures do not include enemy ships taken over and 
are exclusive of ships that were hastened to completion 
about the time the war was declared. 

_ The capacity for building destroyers has been doubled 
since last summer, and it had materially enlarged then, 
Mr. Oliver says that before the war few destroyers were 
completed in less than two years, while the shortest time 
was eighteen months. A destroyer recently was com- 
pleted in one week less than a year from the time her 
keel was laid. ‘Destroyers will be built during 1918,” 
Mr. Oliver declares, “in from a third to one-half the time 
taken under pre-war conditions.” 

Touching on the German interned ships, Mr. Oliver 
says there has been no case of failure or of weakness de 
veloping in any repairs undertaken by the Navy Depart 
ment. “The committee was much impressed,” Mr. Oliver 
says, “by the thorough and comprehensive manner in 
which the problem of overcoming the submarine menace 
was taken and the notable progress that has been made.” 

The committee was impressed with the efficient and ex 
peditious methods employed. “It was shown,” the state- 
ment says, “that extensive preparations had been made 
by these bureaus before the outbreak of the war. As 4 
result of this preparation our destroyer force in the war 
zone has been able to keep in continuous operation and 
in a high state of efficiency and to have all repairs made 
without in any way interfering with the service in which 
these vessels are engaged. Many preparations were 
begun fully a month before hostilities were declared and 
extended to the point of actually making contracts in 
anticipation of the passage by Congress of appropriations, 
A large number of submarine chasers were ordered and 
this program is now approaching completion. Ship 
builders had been convened in Washington and their 
ability to turn out such vessels determined, so that when 
it was decided to build these vessels no time was lost in 
making the contracts. These boats have been used 9 
successfully in the submarine zone by some of our allie 
that they are asking that more be devoted to that 
purpose.” 

An investigation of expenditures in the Navy was 
begun on Jan. 18 by the House Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Navy Department.

OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 

The Judge Advocate General is of the opinion that the 
pay increases granted by Section 10 of the Act of May 
18, 1917, are not applicable to the Philippine Scouts. He 
has decided: “Their dates of pay are not fixed: by statute, 
but by the Secretary of War, under authority of Section 
36, Act of Feb. 2, 1901 (31 Stat. 757), which provides 
that the Secretary of War shall fix their pay at a rate not 
in excess of those authorized for the Regular Army. Their 
pay is therefore provided for by a special statute. The 
statutes governing the pay of the Regular Army and 
other military forces are relatively to be considered iz 
this connection as general statutes. In this sense See 
tion 10 of the Act of May 18, 1917, is general legislation 
and under the rules of statutory construction it does not 
affect the prior special statute governing the pay of the 
Philippine Scouts. Rogers v. United States (185 U.S. 
83). Furthermore, it is to be observed that as to those 
members of the Philippine Scouts whose rates of pay are 
in excess of $21 per month (base), no increases would 
be applicable for the reason that their rates do not cor 
respond to any of the other rates mentioned in the act 
for which increases are provided.” 

The Judge Advocate General is of the opinion that the 
statute giving six months’ extra pay to the beneficiary of 
an officer or enlisted man should be construed with great 
liberality, and all doubts resolved with a view to giving 
the beneficiary the benefit of the gratuity. This decision 
followed an inquiry into the death of Pvt. Hughie Me 
loney, Co. A, 47th N.Y.N.G.,.at Covington, Va., Sept. % 
1917. The deceased met his death while proceeding from 
the quarters to post 161 for the purpose of relieving the 
sentry then on duty. The board of officers found that 
“death was in line of duty. That no direct misconduct 
had been shown, but the homicide might have bee 
avoided had the deceased carried the lantern or had he 
heeded the repeated commands of the sentry to halt 
Hence it seems that decedent’s death was due to his care 
lessness and negligence.” 

The Judge Advocate General said: “I think the death 
of the soldier was the result of his failure to carry @ 
lantern and to halt when commanded, but as the evident? 
shows it was simply the custom to carry the lantern, 
do not think his failure could be regarded as disobedien® 
of orders or such misconduct as would take the solditt 
out of the line of duty within the meaning of the Art @

ay 11, 1908, as amended by the Act of March 3, 1909 
(35 Stat. 108 and 735). The failure of Private Maloney 
to halt when commanded by the sentry is more serious. 
If he heard the command and intentionally ignored it he 
would be guilty of misconduct or the disobedience of a 
jawful command, but if he failed to hear the command, 
as may be reasonably presumed by his action in continu- 
jng towards the sentinel without halting or giving any 
recognition of the command, his death, as viewed by the 
eompany officer, the doctor and the County Coroner, was 
accidental. The evidence shows that he was proceeding 
to relieve the sentry, who was his friend; that he had 
not been drinking and was not guilty of any misconduct.” 

Regarding the status of an officer of the Reserve Corps 
who has accepted an appointment in the Consular Ser- 
yice, the Judge Advocate General has decided that the 
oficer Was. not entitled to pay and accepting pay and 
mileage during his period of instruction “constitutes an 
acceptance of an appointment in the Consular Service 
and should be considered as a resignation of his commis- 
sion in the Reserve Corps of and from Oct. 7, 1917.” 
Capt. W. O. Thornton was on Oct. 7, 1917, on duty in 
Atlanta, Ga., as a Quartermaster, U.S.R.C., and some 
time prior-to that date he was appointed a United States 
Consul and was directed by the Secretary of State to re- 
port to Washington to receive a special course of train- 
jing for a period of two weeks. He obtained a leave and 
proceeded to Washington, took the training and upon the 
expiration of his leave returned for duty on Oct.:25. The 
State Department paid him a salary from Oct. 2 to 22, 
inclusive, at the rate of $2,500 per annum and allowe'l 
mileage. Captain Thornton asked for a decision whether 
he is entitled to pay as a captain quartermaster Juring 
the period of his leave, stating that “the duties rendered 
to the Department of State were separate and distinct 
from any duties as captain quartermaster and were per- 
formed during my leave of absence.” 

The Judge Advocate General has held that “service as 
au enlisted man cannot be used in computing twelve 
years of service required by the provisions of the Act of 
Aug. 29, 1916. James A. Phillips, an Army field clerk, 
made claim for an allowance for quarters, heat and light, 
as provided in that act, basing his claims for the allow- 
ance upon the fact that “from March 17, 1899, to Nov. 9, 
1912, he was an enlisted man, and a contention that 
Army field clerks having been placed on the military 
status by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, former military ser- 
vice should be counted in computing the amount of ser- 
yice necessary to become entitled to the allowance Ce- 
scribed in said act.”

27th Division. 





Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 27th Division, National 
Guard, Camp Wadsworth, §.C., has recently established 
three important schools for the benefit of his command, 
An Officers’ Training School was organized on Jan. 5, 
with Lieut.

Johnson, M.C., the Welch Regiment, B.M.M.; Capt. A.

Sergt. Frank Cookson, 20th London, Regiment, B.M.M. ; 
2d Lieut. E. Veyret, 9th Engr. Regt., F.A.M.; Eugene 
Dalle, 9th Engr. Regt., F.A.M.; 2d Lieut. Charles W.

The dispatch adds: “There is not an individual 
on the reservation who does not know that Major General 
Morton is back on the job, and this knowledge is being 
used to good advantage. Discipline, in the most strict 
sense of the word, has been a hobby with the Blue and 
Gray -chief since he was a young officer, but his most 
exacting ideas on this subject have been shot to the winds 
by what he has learned ‘over there.’ The impression left 
on his mind by disciplinarians of the French and British 
armies has already been shown in his first week’s crusade 
to make this American contingent toe the mark. Intelli- 
gent.co-operation of officers and men is what he seeks, and 
he has been assured of a unanimous backing.”

In the case of Ist Lieut. Thomas E. Jones, 122d Inf., 
N.G.U.S., whose sentence of dismissal by a G.C.M.- was 
commuted by President Wilson to a reprimand to be ad- 
ministered by the commander of the 31st Division, Brig. 
Gen.-John L. Hayden, at present in command at Camp 
Wheeler, under date of Jan. 5, in general orders, said: 
“In administering this reprimand to Lieut. Thomas E. 
Jones, 122d Inf., the commanding general wishes to call 
attention to the extreme seriousness of the offenses com- 
mitted. Lieutenant Jones was found guilty of gambling 
with enlisted men; of borrowing money from enlisted 
men; of taking women into private grounds for immoral 
purposes; of misappropriation of funds; of issuing checks 
upon a bank where he had no deposit of funds; and of 
absence from a military formation. The commission of 
these offenses shows that Lieutenant Jones had no con- 
ception of the high standard of honor and morality which 
are indispensable attributes of an officer. By gambling 
and borrowing money from enlisted men, Lieutenant 
Jones failed to maintain the dignity of his office and 
broke down the fundamental principles of discipline, 
which is indispensable to an organization. Unless Lieu- 
tenant Jones at once changes his entire conception of 
honor, morality and discipline, and conducts himself ac- 
cordingly, his usefulness to the Government as an officer 
will be at an end.” 

Particular attention to gas defense training is at pres- 
ent being paid in the 31st Division, National Guard, at 
Camp Wheeler, Ga. General Wheeler has made it plain 
that every officer and man in the division must be in- 
structed in anti-gas measures and pass through the gas 
chamber before this division leaves Camp Wheeler. Three 
hours anti-gas drill and instruction are required before 
passing through the lachrymatory gas, and two additional 
hours of drill before exposure to asphyxiating gas. About 
one hundred men per hour can be passed through. Begin- 
ning Jan. 14, arrangements will be made to pass about 
seven hundred men through the gas house daily. Com- 
manding officers will see that their training programs are 
arranged in accordance with schedules prepared, and that 
the detachments which they are required to send are re- 
ported at the gas house ready for exposure to gas at the 
scheduled time. 

Major Gen. Edwin St. John Greble, commanding the 
36th Division, National Guard, Camp Bowie, Texas, has 
returned to that camp from Washington, where he was 
called recently to tell the investigation committee of 
Congress as to shortages of equipment in his division. 


76th, 84th and 86th Divisions. 


A total of 1,650 recruits now in the Depot Brigade at 
Camp Devens, Mass., were transferred to the Infantry, 
Artillery and other line organizations this week by Brig. 
Gen. William Weigel, N.A. Other drafts will be made 
later. More than 10,000 have been transferred out of 
the 76th Division, at Ayer, since September and have 
gone to France or to other cantonments. 

Newspaper dispatches from Louisville, Ky., announce

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OUR FORCES ABROAD. 
The Troops in France. 

The Adjutant General of the Army some time ago 
gave instructions that all troops departing for abroad 
must take their service record with them, as they were 
necessary in order that they might receive their pay. 
The absence of the records causes great delay and com- 
plications. : 

The first report of the health conditions of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces “were issued on Jan. 16. The 
figures are from reports cabled to the Surgeon General 
of the Army. Similar figures for comparison are given 
for all troops in the United States (except the Aviation 
Section of the Signal Corps). No report analyzing and 
summarizing the figures from the Expeditionary Forces is 
cabled, so no explanatory statement is available. All 
“sdmission rates” in these figures are based on the num- 
ber of new cases first reported during the week ending 
Jan. 10 (wetk ending Jan. 11 for troops in the United 
States), worked out at the rate per thousand men. The 
“non-effective rate” is arrived at by taking the total 
number of men excused from duty for any injury or ail- 
ment (whether or not ordered to hospital) and comput- 
ing the ratio per thousand.

The death rate for the Expeditionary Forces is not 
given because each death, with the cause and date upon 
which it occurred, is given to the press by the Committee 
on Public Information and these reports, together with 
the death rate for a given period, would make it possible 
to compute the strength of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. 

Regulations governing the granting of leaves to men 
who have been or will be at the front are made in a gen- 
eral order issued at the headquarters of the Expeditionary 
Forces on Jan. 14. Officers and men in good standing 
will be entitled to seven days’ leave, excluding the time 
spent in traveling, after four months of service in 
France. Because, of French military requirements and 
other considerations, leave to go to Paris will be available 
only by special arrangement, so that the number of 
Americans in the capital at any given time may be lim- 
ited. It is announced that leave-zone limits’ are being 
established, and will be defined within a month. The reg- 
ulations will apply to civilian employees as well as sol- 
diers. In connection with the issuance of this order it 
was disclosed that the American troops in France will 
soon be introduced to permissionnaire trains, which will 
carry men to the leave zones, many of which will be to the 
south of the Army zone. Orders regarding the time of 
return of men on leave and their conduct will be particu- 
larly strict. Upon the manner of compliance with these 
regulatiezs depend many factors relating to later leave 
arrangements. 

It was announced on Jan. 12 that ving to the law 
which permits only citizens of the United States to be- 
come officers in the American Army, it has become nec- 
essary to refuse the offer of a Russian officer, represent- 
ing a large number of his countrymen in France, to place 
a group of officers at the disposal of General Pershing, to 
be used as he may see fit. 

Genera! Pershing has cabled the War Department that 
his forces need the services of 200,000 skilled experts in 
every trade. The office of Provost Marshal Gen. Enoch 
H. Crowder gave assurances that not only will 200,000 
men be available by Feb. 15, but that within that time 
there will be 500,000 men ready for service. These men 
will be selected from the 9,000,000 registrants who have 
been auswering questionnaires since Dec. 15. Orders to 
assemble these men are being prepared. The draft will 
be regulated so that industry will not be disturbed in any 
locality. The Provost Marshal General's office declares 
the men asked for can be assembled without diffieulty in 
thirty days. It may be deemed advisable to rush them to 
France ahead of the Regular Army and National Guard 
troops now ready for transportation overseas. General 
Pershing wants several thousand automobile mechanics, 
men who can repair a broken engine in the middle of the 
night “assisted only by light of an expleding shell.” 

The 15th Colored Infantry, U.S.N.G., of New York, 
are very comfortably settled in France and letters re- 
ceived state that the command is enjoying good health, 
and that officers and men enjoy the change of scene from 
New York. The regiment has received an extremely 
cordial welcome. .

Mail sent from abfbad should be left uriseated, as it 
must be inspected by the censor. 

Postmaster Patten of New York city advises the pub- 
lic that the customs restrictions on the importat:on of 
certain goods into Dngland do not apply in the case of 
parcels addressed to members of the American ~—- 
tionary Forces in that country. Senders should, how- 
ever, take special care that such parcels are clearly 
marked to indicate that the addressee is a member of 
the American Expeditionary Force training in the 
United Kingdom.

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THE NON-RICOCHET SHELL. 

In his statement made public on Jan. 15 Representative 
Oliver, chairman of the House Committee investigating 
the conduct of the Navy, referred to the development of 
the non-Ficochet shell which has been used successfully. 
Much of the dctailed description of the new projectile 
has not been made public, but it may be said that after 
years of experimenting a projectile has been turned out 
that will burst either upon contact under water with the 
target or, if so planned, at a predetermined depth. 

The new projectile may be fired to strike’the water on 
the near side of the target, a periscope, for example, and 
pursuing its course submerge until it reaches its objective, 
a submarine, for example, although it is powerful enough 
to destroy the lighter side armor in the hull of a battle- 
ship. An ordinary projectile when it falls short of the 
target and strikes the water sometimes leaps into the air 
and passes over the target. It does not dive so that it 
will explode under the surface. 

Prajectiles have been designed in the past that will 
dive, but it was a problem to construct a fuse that will 
not cause an explosion upon contact with the water. The 
new shell is a flat nosed affair which, when it strikes the 
water, continues its downward course at a slightly lower 
angle until it reaches its objective. No results of the 
work accomplished by the new projectiles have been 
made public by the Department officials.

ACCIDENT TO THE U.8.8. MICHIGAN. 


Secretary Daniels on Jan. 17 announced that in a 
heavy gale at sea on Jan. 15 six men were killed and 
three injured on the U.8,S. Michigan by the falling of 
the foremast. The killed were: Osben Capers Delyeu, 
seaman, second class; Carl Frederick Marahrens, sea- 
man, second class; Clarence Eugene Book, seaman, sec- 
ond class; Frank John Prinz, seaman, second class; 
Julian 8S. Bell, seaman, second class, and John Angellio 
Chico, fireman, third class. 

The injured men were: Edward Thomas McDonald, 
seaman, second class, left leg broken; Gordon Solomon 
Farmer, seaman, second class, both arms broken; Virgil 
V. Biggars, seaman, second class, thigh cut and head and 
ankle injured. 

The accident was caused by the collapse of one of the 
battleship’s cage masts—the first accident of the kind 
in the history of the Navy. An investigatior was or- 
dered to determine whether the accident was caused by 
the unusual buffeting the Michigan received in the gale, 
by corrosion of the mast material or from other causes. 

The present type of cage masts was adopted by the 
Navy over ten years ago and is one of the distin- 
guishing features of our large ships. Provision has al- 
ways been made in their construction for the “whip- 
ping” action which would come in a heavy seaway and 
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~ naval officers are inclined to place the blame for the 
accident either on corrosion or faulty material.

THE 65TH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 





Mr. Swanson, in the Senate on Jan. 15 introduced a bilj 
relative to the production, use and conservation of oil ang 
gas in naval petroleum President by 
proclamation in September, 1909, set aside certain lands 
from public entry as a reserve. Then, on June 25, 1910,

the Pickett Act sustained the right to exclude these lands 
from public entry and authorized the President to ge 
aside these lands for naval and other purposes. In 1912 


the President set aside the lands for the Navy as a naval 
reserve, using the language “for the exclusive use apg 
benefit of the Navy.” This bill does not affect any lands 
except those that have been set aside “for the exclusive 
use and benefit of the Navy.” It appropriates $1,000,009, 
A separate bill, known as the Walsh-Pittman Oil and Coa} 
Land Leasing bill, was passed by the Senate Jan. 7. It 
has been pending in the Senate four years. Its passage at 
this session was made possible by an agreement to elimj- 
nate from its provisions the naval oil reserves, which wag 
urged by the Navy Department. The Walsh-Pittman pi] 
provides for the general leasing of coal, phosphate, ojj, 
gas and sodium lands by the Secretary of the. Interior, 
with royalties to be paid to the Government, and for pur- 
chase of the lands by lessees under certain conditions, 
The Swanson bill for operation of the naval! oil reserye 
lands has the endorsement of the President. 

_ Seeretary Daniels asks Congress to pass a bill author- 
izing the accounting officers of the Treasury to credit ip 
the accounts of Pay Director John R. Martin and Pay 
iesperter Arthur F. Huntington, U.S.N., the sums of 
$3,444.85 and $20,000, respectively, which sums haye 
been suspended in the accounts of the said pay officerg 
because of the defalcations of their pay clerks. 

The Secretary of War submits a supplemental estimate 
of appropriation required by the Ordnance Department of 
the Army for the fiscal year 1918 on account of arma- 
ment and fortifications in the sum of $676,000. 

The Naval Appropriation Act of Aug. 29, 1916, author. 
ized two Coast Guard cutters at a total cost of $700,000, 
and the act for the succeeding year increased the limit of 
cost of these two cutters to $900,000 and also authorized 
three additional cutters at a total cost of $1,350,000, 
Under existing law, therefore, the total amount available 
for these five cutters js $2,250,000, or $450,000 for each 
cutter, and the captain commandant of the Coast Guard 
states that in view of the present cost of labor and mate- 
rial this limit should be increased to $700,000 each. The 
Secretary of the Navy asks Congress for the appropria- 
tion. 

Among the bills recently introduced by Senator Cham- 
berlain at the request of the War Department one pro- 
vides for the furloughing of National Army men for a 
period without pay. Under this bill furloughs may be 
granted enlisted men for the purpose of aiding in the 
harvesting of crops and other agricultural duty. Under 
the present law the furlough did not stop or interfere with 
the pay of the soldier. 

Another bill makes a change in the draft quota of the 
states and places that quota on the basis of available 
men in the first class instead of on population. 

The bill for the registration for military duty of all 
men who haye become twenty-one years old since June 5, 
1917, also has the approval of the War Department. 

In the Senate on Jan. 11 the following amendment, in- 
tended to be proposed by Mr. Owen to the bill (S. 2933) 
for the relief of the Philippine Scouts, was referred to 
the Military Committee: “That all first and second lieu- 
tenants of Philippine Scouts eligible for retirement under 
the provisions of this act, who left that service prior te 
the appointment of scout officers as captains in August, 
1909, shall be retired as captains and first lieutenants, 
respectively. 

The Secretary of War submits supplemental estimates 
of appropriatidns for fortifications, Panama Canal, in the 
sum of $772,835. 

_ The Senate Military Committee was in executive ses- 
sion on Jan. 18 on the bill for a munitions director and 
war council. 

Secretary Daniels urges the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee to pass 8S. 2859, suspending court action against 
property of absent sailors and soldiers. 

As a substitute for his measure for a separate De 
partment of Munitions with a new Cabinet member, 
Senator Chamberlain of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs announced that two bills would be presented 
to Congress immediately. One proposes a War Couneil 
of five members, including the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, and three civilians appointed by the President, 
while the second bill is to centralize munitions control 
in a Director of Munitions. The bill to establish a Dir- 
rector of Munitions is modeled after the British law. 
The committee proposed that the director should be suv- 
ordinate only to the War Council and the President and 
not the Cabinet, taking over many supply functions of 
the Army, Navy, shipbuilding and other branches. The 
director would have control of all war supplies, theif 
production, purchase, transportation and distribution 
Practically the only important point in the legislation 
left undetermined is the membership of the War Cour 
ceil. Senator Chamberlain said the plan for five men 
bers, including the War and Navy Department heads, 
probably would be adopted, but other committee mem- 
bers favor having only three civilian members and ex 
cluding the two Cabinet officers.

The House Committee on Military Affairs began its 
investigation -of health conditions at Camps Doniphan 
and Funston on Jan. 14. Although the session was an 
executive one, it was known that Brig. Gen. Isaac W. 
Littel, Q.M.C., appeared before the committee and was 
asked why Camp Funston was located on a level space 
of ground which could not be drained, when there was 
high ground nearby. The committee was informed that 


orders were given to locate the camp there, but that the 
officers in charge of the work did not know who was re 


sponsible for the orders. Meningitis has been more 
prevalent at that camp, Representative Anthony charged, 
than at any other. eharge was also made by Mr. 
Anthony that the water at Camp Doniphan, in Oklahoma, 
not only smelled so bad that the men could not drink it, 
but that at times there was not enough water to bathe 
men in the hospitals. The committee was told the War 
Department expects the clothing shortage to be made 
up this month. One cause of shortage was that 125,000 
woollen coats were too small. Statements to the com- 
mittee were that the Army was sent to France one year 
ahead of the time anticipated. Full equipment for men 
going abroad used up much of the available clothing 
material. Early in the war 100,000 technical troops 
were organized which had not been contemplated.

The State Department at Washington was informed o1 
Jan. 17 in advices from the American Legation at Bern 
that the two sailors taken prisoners by the German sub- 
marine which sank the destroyer Jacob Jones are now 
held as prisoners of war at Brandenburg, Germany. They 
artived there on Dec. 20. The two men are Albert de 
Mella, seaman, New Bedford, Mass., and John Murphy, 
ship’s cook, first-class, Newport, R.L 

It was announced at the Navy Department on Jan. 14 
that the submarine chaser program will be completed by 
March 1, in spite of the fact that it has been delayed 
by slow delivery of engines. 

Further justification for the high compliments which 
have been paid by naval constructors to the staunch con- 
struction of the 110-foot “sub-chasers” is seen in the fact 
that a certain number of these small craft were caught in 
the same gale which caused the accident on board the 
U.S.S. Michigan. Every chaser road out the storm with- 
out damage and with less discomfort to those on board 
than was experienced on the old-type destroyer. 

Work on the first torpedoboat destroyer to be built at 
the Squantum plant of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration, Ltd., was started Jan. 14. Representing the 
Navy Department there were present Capt. George W. 
McElroy, Capt. W. R. Rush, commandant of the Boston 
Navy Yard; Lieut. Comdr. Allen Buchanan and Naval 
Constr. H. Williams. 

The U.S. battleship Texas has made the highest record 
for gunnery practice in 1917 and will receive the Knox 
trophy, which is awarded annually to battleships scor- 
ing the highest number of points. The Navy Depart- 
ment made this announcement on Jan. 14. Capt. Victor 
Blue, who commanded the Texas during the practice 
maneuvers, was ordered to Boston to receive the trophy 
from the Sons of the American Revolution. The U.S. 
battleship Florida has been awarded the cup of the 
American Defense Society that is awarded each year 
to the battleship that makes the highest score in short 
range target practice. It may now be stated that the 
Texas was.“the first-class battleship” which went aground 
off the Atlantic coast last autumn. The injuries sus- 
tained at that time have been thoroughly repaired and the 
Texas is now back-‘in active service. 

Further evidence of the great success of the newly 
designed flush deck torpedoboat destroyers built for 
the United States Navy is given in a new record just 
made by one of the boats. It was announced by _ the 
Navy Department on Jan. 16 that a destroyer recently 
completed at Mare Island, Cal., made a record run from 
California through the Panama Canal to an Atlantic 
port. The voyage of more than 4,800 miles was made 
in twelve and a half days elapsed time, the actual steam- 
ing time being ten and a half days. The passage through 
the Panama Canal was made in five hours. The average 
speed for the entire voyage was about twenty miles an 
hour. Stormy weather and ice were encountered on part 
of the trip and the vessel was at no time run at her 
full speed for any distance. A new record was also 
made in the construction of this destroyer, which was 
commissioned fifty-one weeks after her keel was laid. 
The best previous record from the Pacific through t e 
canal was made by another destroyer, the Shaw, also 
built at Mare Island, which arrived at an Atlantic port 
June 9, 1917, making the trip in fourteen. days, ten 
hours and twenty minutes. 

The latest reports received at the Navy Department 
by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery indicate that 
the rates of sickness on board ship and at the training 
stations have been materially- lowered as compared with 
the immediately preceding rates, and the hope is enter- 
tained that there will be escape from the epidemics that 
naturally would ensue incident to cold weather and from 
the crowded condition of barracks at the training sta- 
tions, says the New York Medieal Record. Special pre- 
cautions continue to be taken to overcome such possi- 
bilities, and every facility known to the science of sani- 
tation is being utilized for the protection of the Service 
health. 

In order to relieve the acute situation in Baltimore, 
due to the shortage of coal, the Navy Department has 
granted the use of the U.S.S. Kentucky as an ice breaker. 

The Secretary of the Navy announced on Jan. 16 the 
summary discharge of three high-grade employees of the 
Naval Hydrographic Office in Washington “for adminis- 
trative reasons which cannot be divulged.” The men 
are G. L. Noetzel, chief lithographer, who has been at- 
tached to the office for thirty-seven years; Henry Piper, 
who has been a technical assistant for five years, and 
Edwin B. Pfluger, employed as a hydrographic surveyor 
for about four years. No charge has been made against 
any of them. One official remarked, however, that the 
“important and extremely confidential work of the Hy- 
drographic Office, including the making of charts of sea 
routes, makes it necessary that all officers and em- 
ployees be above suspicion.” 

Secretary Daniels has commended Frank Marsh, ma- 
chinist’s mate, second class, U.S. Naval Reserve Force, 








for courageous action in extinguishing a gasoline fire 
on a submarine chaser which not only threatened to de- 
stroy that vessel but might have been communicated to 
three other craft lying alongside. Marsh was not at- 
tached to the vessel on which the fire occurred, but was 
serving on another submarine chaser in the same group. 


Secretary Daniels has sent letters of commendation 
to the following enlisted men of the Jacob Jones for 
heroism following the torpedoing of that vessel on De- 
cember 6: Charles Charlesworth, boatswain’s mate, first 
class; Philip J. Burger, seaman, second class; L. J. 
Kelly, chief electrician; Howard U. ae quartermas- 
ter, third class; Harry L. Gibson, chief boatswain’s 
mate, and Edward Meier, water tender. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Patrick J. Quinn, 
coxswain; William J. Bellatty, yeoman, first class, and 
George A. Collier, fireman, second class for the heroism 
they displayed at the time the U.S.S. Alcedo was sunk 
by a German submarine Nov. 5, 1917. When the ship 
was sinking Quinn rescued Ensign William F. Harri- 
son, U.S.N.R.F., whom he found unconscious on a sky- 
light, having been injured by flying debris. Quinn, with 
considerable difficulty, managed to get the ensign over 
the rail of the ship and safely to a life raft. Bellatty 
saved from drowning Richard W. Rudolph, pharmacist’s 
mate, third class, clinging te Rudolph for over an bour 
until they could be rescued. Bellatty also saved the 
muster roll and other papers of the ship. As soon as 
the torpedo exploded Collier stopped thé main engine 
and raised the safety valve on the main boiler, though 
the water in the engine room had already risen above his 
knees. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Chief Gunner's 
Mate Ray Nye, U.S.N., serving-on transport, for gal- 
lantry in jumping overboard and reseuing a man not- 
withstanding the darkness and the fact that the ship 
was going full speed astern. Secretary Daniels has also 
commended Fireman John Harvey Stacks, U.S.N., for 
courage displayed during a fire on board a patrol boat. 
Stacks attached a line to himself and went down the 
port ventilator with a fire hose to help quench the flames, 
though the fire was then at its height. .

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. 17, 1917. 

Rear Admiral Edward E. Eberle, U.S.N., Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy, was the benefactor of many in Annapolis 
Saturday and Sunday in supplying them with greatly needed 
fuel, of which the town is practically destitute. Four carloads 
of hard coal having arrived for the Naval Academy, he ordered 
that a half ton be sent to the family of every employee of 
the Academy, white and colored, residing in Annapolis, and 
to the home of every officer and seaman, now at sea, whose 
families reside here. Colored people followed the delivery 
trucks through the streets picking up the waste.

Governors Island, N.Y.H., Jan. 15, 1918.

A French flag with a very interesting history has been 
presented to the Governors Island Club by George y 
MacGregor. He has sent with it a photograph of the Verdun 
Club and the following framed inscription: 

‘*‘To the Secretary of the Governors Island Club: Sir—I 
have the honor to send you herewith a token of my apprecia- 
tion of the happy duys I spent in your midst at Fort Jay. 
This small French flag came from the Officers’ Club at Verdun, 
where I was staying in December, 1916. It is one of the most 
famous military clubs in the world. The splendid stone build- 
ing was in ruins, but we made use of the cellar and part of 
the reception room, though almost constantly under shell fire. 
The accompanying photograph was taken in front of the club. 
The flag has only sentimental value and was being put to no 
particular use, but as a souvenir of those ‘miracle days’ when 
the French soldiers became ‘super men’ and the word was 
‘Thou shalt not pass,’ I valued it and I hope you will. 
Respectfully and cordially yours, George R. D. MacGregor, 
tate Ist Lieutenant, 5th U.S. Inf. Dec. 28, 1917, Wrentham, 

ass.’’ 

The tricolor hangs over the fireplace in the reading room 
of the club house and since it has been placed in position 
there the famous old brass mortar that has been for many 
years in the club, but noticed by few because of its incon- 
spicuous position in the lower hall has been placed in the 
fireplace below the tricolor, so that France and England meet 
happily in a place of domestic peace in our club. The par- 
ticular glory of this mortar is in the inscription—the royal 
crown and the cipher GR and interwoven in the cipher the 
figure 2 to indicate the second George, so that the piece is at 
the least considerably older than the American Revolutionary 
period, as the reign of George II. was from 1727 to 1760. 
The history of the piece is unknown. It may perhaps have 
been overlooked and left by the British troops in 1783, when 
they evacuated the island after seven years of occupation. 
Near the flag and cannon is the port of the U.S.S. Maine, 
which has been placed in the pierced wall so that one can 
look through it at the channel which flows by the club house. 
This has a plate inscription setting forth its gift to the club 
through Col. (now Major Gen.) W. M. Black, by the board of 
engineers who raised the Maine.

will go overseas at once for duty as mechanicians, chaffeurs, 
repair men, etc. Most of the men will be graduates of the 
enlisted mechanics’ training school. 

Companies E and F, 359th Infantry, had a narrow escape 
from death when fire of an unknown origin started in the big 
barracks building.
